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May unemployment hits 9.3%

Unemployment rose to 9.3 per¬ 
cent in May, its highest level 
since the third quarter of 1993, 
according to initial figures the 
Central Bureau of Statistics pub¬ 
lished yesterday. 

In real terms, some 210,000 
people were out of work in May. 

The bureau also updated its fig¬ 
ures for April, showing that 
unemployment then passed the 
200,000 mark for the first time 
since . early 1993, as joblessness 
reached 9.1 % rather than 8.8% as 
published a month ago. 

The May percentage, which is a 
seasonally-adjusted figure, could 
prove not to be the final figure for 
the month as the bureau continues 
to process data. 

The monthly numbers are trend 
figures, while the bureau believes 
the most reliable statistic to be its 
quarterly jobless total, which for 
the first quarter stood at 8.4%. 
The numbers for the second three 
months of the year will be pub¬ 
lished at the end of August, said 
bureau spokesman David 
Neumann. 

The monthly unemployment 
total has risen steadily from 8.6% 
in February through 8.8% in 
March and 9.1% in April. 

In their ongoing dialogue ahead 
of publication of the 1999 state 
budget proposals, Treasury and 
Bank of Israel economists are 
assuming that unemployment will 
average 9% this year. Before yes¬ 
terday's announcement, they 
were assuming joblessness would 
hit 9.4 - 9.6% by the year’s end. 

Under a barrage of criticism 
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over the government’s macroeco¬ 
nomic policies. Finance Minister 
Yaakov Neeman yesterday 
pledged that “unemployment is at 
the top of the Treasury's list of 
priorities in constructing eco¬ 
nomic policy for 1999.” 

He failed to give examples, 
however, of programs aimed at 
reducing unemployment. 

“The government is continuing 
in its path of destruction of the 
economy,” charged Labor's chief 
economics spokesman Avraham 
ShohaL “All the. speeches of the 
prime minister and finance minis¬ 
ter about renewed [economic]

growth are nothing but words of 
deceit and hocus-pocus.” 

Shohat predicted unemploy¬ 
ment would reach 10% this year. 

Histadrut Chairman Amir 
Peretz said the figures “create a 
lack of hope and trust in the entire 
government. No minister can 
-wipe bis hands of the responsibil¬ 
ity” 

Manufacturers Association 
President Dan Propper joined the 
chorus, calling for an immediate 
Camp David-style meeting with 
Treasury and central bank leaders 
to seek ways to boost economic 
growth. 


Electoral red light 


Israeli elections are famous for 
generating debate, heat and even 
violence on such issues as religion 
and state, territorial concessions.or 
civil rights. Yet because it is peren¬ 
nially burdened by such d auntin g 
dilemmas, local political discourse 
has seldom dwelt on the state of 
the economy. 

Even die J 984 election, which in 
most other countries would have 
been overshadowed-by the hyper¬ 
inflation which then plagued the 
economy, was dominated by the 
-Lebanon War. 

Only twice - once in the mid- 
1960s and fiien in the early 1990s- 
did the state of the economy creep 
to - the top of the Israeli public 
agenda. In each case, popular con- 
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cem focused not on the national 
debt, current-account deficit, trade 
balance or even cost of living and 
interest rales, but on jobs. 

The mid-1960s’ recession was 
never actually brought to the vot¬ 
ers because the Six Day War sud¬ 
denly erupted, inadvertently gener¬ 
ating new investments, growth and 
jobs. 

This decade, however, the rise of 
unemployment to nearly 11 per¬ 
cent in 1992 clearly played a role 
in the downfall of Yitzhak 

Shamir’s government. 

Now, considering that tins two- 
year-old government already has 
seen the jobless rare soar from just 
above 6% to well over 9%, it takes 
no Arthur Finkelstsin to under¬ 
stand that Prime Minister 


Binyamin Netanyahu faces a seri¬ 
ous electoral threat that has noth¬ 
ing to do with the peace process, to 
which he dedicates the bulk of his 

time. 

The situation is particularly 
alarming from Netanyahu's view¬ 
point since - unlike the 1992 labor 
crisis, which affected mainly new 
immigrants from the former Soviet 
Union — today’s unemployed often 
come from traditional Likud con¬ 
stituencies of unskilled laborers in 
peripheral settlements. 

Faced with this predicament, 
politicians are prone to seek mone¬ 
tary and Fiscal expansion, which 
means lowering interest rates and 
increasing public spending. 

But interest rates have been 
tower for more than half a year, 
arid our public spending, at slight¬ 
ly more titan half of gross domes¬ 
tic product, is already among the 
developed world's highest

Report: 

Israelis 

involved in 

Burma arms 

production

Israeli consultants are helping 
Myanmar, formerly Burma, pro¬ 
duce small arms and ordnance in 
a prefabricated factory built in 
Singapore, the London-based 
Jane's Defense Weekly said yes¬ 
terday. 

The report comes amid 
renewed debouncings of the mil¬ 
itary-ruled government of 
Myanmar for the arrest of Nobel 
Peace Prize winner Suu Kyi, 
head of the National League for 
Democracy. 

According to the latest issue of 
Jane's , the Israelis are connected 
with TAAS-Israel Industries, but 
it is unclear whether they are cur¬ 
rent or former employees. 

The factory was designed and 
built by Chartered Industries of 
Singapore and shipped to 
Yangon, formerly Rangoon, in 
mid-February. The factory is 
most likely producing the 
EMERK-1, a local assault rifle, 
the weekly said. 

“They rebuilt the whole factory 
in Burma with assistance from 
Israeli military experts. We still 
don't know exactly whether 
these experts are active officers 
of the Israeli military or former 
officers,” said a journalist from 
Radio-Free Burma interviewed 
on Israel Radio yesterday. 

The Defense Ministry in Tel 
Aviv issued a reaction to the 
report which was neither a con¬ 
firmation nor a denial. 

“The Defense Ministry has a 
clear policy anchored in die prac¬ 
tices of the office which deter¬ 
mines the security links and their 
scope and character. It is a policy 
which is in line with the foreign 
policy of Israel and coordinated 
with the Foreign Ministry,” the 
statement said. 

“We do not elaborate on this 
policy regarding each specific 
nation,” die statement added. 

A TAAS spokesman said he 
was looking into the report and 
could not comment otherwise 
aboutiL 

In the sharpest condemnation, 
yet by die United States of the 
government of Myanmar, US 
Secretary of State Madeleine 
Albright said that Washington 
“deplores the government of 
Burma's refusal to allow mem¬ 
bers of the National League for 
Democracy, a legal political 
party, to travel freely.” 
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MKs rally for 
early elections bill 

No-confidence motions defeated

As the Knesset prepares to recess 
for three months tomorrow night, 
the opposition is preparing one last 
bid to pave the way for early elec¬ 
tions. 

The government survived anoth¬ 
er vote on three no-confidence 
motions yesterday. It has now 
beaten 60 no-confidence motions 
over the past two years. 

The joint vote on the three 
motions by Labor, Meretz, and 
Hadash on the diplomatic process 
was 42 to 20 in favor. The two 
Moledet MKs abstained. The 
motions would have required the 
support of 61 MKs to pass. 

Because it was clear yesterday 
that the motions could not pass, 
MKs paid less attention to that 
vote and put more emphasis on the 
two bills expected to be heard 
tomorrow calling for dissolving 
the Knesset and bolding early elec¬ 
tions. These bills however, are also 
more a gesture than a realistic pro¬ 
posal and would mainly affect the 
government’s prestige. 

The bills - being raised at prelim¬ 
inary reading by Meretz whip Haim 
Oron and MK Haim Ramon 
(Labor) - need only a regular 
majority to pass at this stage, but 
would require 61 MKs to pass the 
next three readings. Coming die last 
day of the Knesset sitting, the bills 
will not be able to pass all the nec¬ 
essary readings until after the 
recess. 

Yesterday’s no-confidence 
motions were heard with little 
drama in a near-empty plenum. 

MK Shimon Peres, presenting 
Labor’s bill, said the differences 
with the Palestinians are “micro¬ 
scopic,” but the decision on the 
redeployment is not being made 
because some MKs are threatening 
die government. 

He accused the prime minister of 
causing "diplomatic paralysis, a 
defense crisis, and an economic 
recession.” 

Meretz leader Yossi Sand said: 
“The entire coalition knows 
Binyamin Netanyahu is a false 
messiah.” 

Answering on behalf of the gov¬ 
ernment, Science Minister Silvan 
Shalom said the government 
would prefer to cany out the rede¬ 
ployment with national support, 
but it cannot because the country is 
divided. Half the populace is call¬ 
ing on the government to make 
greater concessions, he said. 


whereas Yasser Arafat is not being 
pressured to even keep existing 
agreements. ■ 

Moledet withdrew its own no- 
confidence motion earlier in the 
day after reaching an agreement 
with the prime minister's bureau 
chief, Uri Elitzur.

Under this agreement, the gov¬ 
ernment promises to bring any 
redeployment agreement to the 
Knesset for approval, even during 
the recess. 

It wQl then be possible to bring a 
no-confidence vote in the prime 
minister at.the. conclusion of the 
debate on the agreement. However, 
if the opposition does so, it could 
postpone a vote on the agreement 
until after the recess, since the 
opposition cannot force a no-confi¬ 
dence vote during a recess. 

But the government, during a 
recess, can introduce bills and call 
for a vote of confidence. 
Therefore, if the Knesset approves 
tire agreement during die recess, 
the government promised to intro¬ 
duce two bills, in two separate ses¬ 
sions, calling for votes of confi¬ 
dence the agreement 

This, in theory, could expose it to 
being toppled, should the opposi¬ 
tion and small parties - say, the 
NRP or Moledet who might disap¬ 
prove of tiie redeployment agree¬ 
ment - vote against (he govern¬ 
ment 

Although the National Religious 
Party decided to oppose the no- 
confidence motions yesterday, its 
MKs are divided on how to act 
tomorrow during the vote on the 
dissolution bills. 

NRP whip Shmaryahu Ben-Tkur 
said, “Things could change at any 
moment” 

MK Han an Porat (NRP) 
announced he will support the dis¬ 
solution bills. “In my opinion, it is 
in the best interests of the state - as 
weti as the prime minister's inter¬ 
ests - that elections be held before 
May 1999. 

“That will be a critical time. 
Arafat is likely to declare a 
Palestinian state and the final sta¬ 
tus agreements will still be ahead. 
The prime minister must stop these 
redeployments. Before May 1999, 


he should hold new elections, and 
the public will decide,” he said. 

Gesher MKs absented them¬ 
selves from yesterday’s vote, but 
party leader David Levy said they 
will support the dissolution bills. 

Levy cited the country's eco¬ 
nomic problems and said: “When 
the government is not functioning 
and the Knesset is helpless, tiie 
Knesset should be dissolved.” 

Some Yisrael Ba’aliya MKs 
voted against the no-confidence 
motions yesterday and the party is 
expected to vote against dissolving 
the Knesset 

The head of the Land of Israel 
Front Michael Kleiner (Gesher), 
said that yesterday four members 
of the front said they would sup¬ 
port the dissolution motions: 
Kleiner, Porat Yuri Stem (Yisrael 
Ba'aliya), and Benny Elon 
(Moledet). 

Third Way MKs also did not par¬ 
ticipate in. the no-confidence 
motions, saying in a statement 
that: “The faction is dissatisfied 
with tiie way die prime minister is 
acting to promote the peace 
process.” 

Earlier, Third Way MKs had 
reacted-differently to the reports 
that Netanyahu had suggested that 
port of the Judean Desert be hand¬ 
ed to the Palestinians as a nature 
reserve as part of die second rede¬ 
ployment agreement. 

The Third Way platform states 
that it will not agree to conceding 
territory in Jerusalem, the Golan 
Heights, the Judean Desert, or the 
Jordan Valley. 

Third Way whip Yehuda Harel 
said yesterday: “From our point of 
view, the Judean Desert is tike the 
Golan Heights. We're not talking 
about the interests of the coalition, 
but about what is important for the 
country and what die country's 
borders are.” 

MK Alex Lubotzky also 
adamantly opposed the proposal. 
“I am not prepared to talk about 
this other than to say it will be 
something we’ll regret forever. It 
will be a huge mistake and I hope 
it won’t happen,” he said. 

MK Emanuel Zissmann was less 
decisive, saying, “We're in a diffi¬ 
cult situation. In my opinion, 
because of the missed opportuni¬ 
ties on the interim agreement over 
the last year, the most important 
thing now is that the prime minis¬ 
ter keeps his commitment to abide 
by the agreements and carry out 
redeployment” 


Neeman’s health plan 
would break his own law

Finance Minister Yaakov 
Neeman’s “new, improved plan” 
for directly charging residents for 
health services — by instituting a 
monthly health fund fee deter¬ 
mined by income level - would 
apparently violate the 
Arrangements Law which he per¬ 
sonally pushed through the 
Knesset in December. 

Neeman, in an emergency meet¬ 
ing Sunday with Health Minister 
Yehoshua Matza, suggested the 
progressive charge in desperation 
after Prime Minister Binyamin 
Netanyahu ordered tiie withdrawal 
from the Knesset Finance 
Committee of the previous pro* 
posal — a monthly head tax of NTS 
20 per person and up to NIS 55 per. 
family, to be paid by all residents 
to their health funds. 

The proposal, which also includ¬ 
ed user's lees for-visiting commu¬ 
nity health fund clinic doctors and 
hospital outpatient clinics, aroused 
much ire in the coalition — espe¬ 
cially Shas - and the opposition. 
Netanyahu saw it had no chance of 
passing.the finance committee and 
told the ministries to find another 
way to collect NIS 350 million 
from the public to help ease the 
health system's NIS 1.5 billion 
deficiL 


After health fund and hospital 
directors held a press conference 
announcing imminent closing of 
facilities mid their financial col¬ 
lapse, Neeman set up a meeting 
with Matza. According to a Health 
Ministry press release, Neeman - 
a prominent lawyer — suggested 
the option of a monthly fee levied 
according to income and asked for 
a week’s timeout, during which he 
would ny to get the coalition to 
back the idea. 

The Finance Ministry 
spokesman issued a press release 
with no details of Neeman’s pro¬ 
posals, and refused to comment 
yesterday when The Jerusalem 
Post pointed out to him that the 
plan would be illegal... 

According ro Section 8, 
Paragraph B of the Arrangements 
Bill, “payments by [health fund] 
members — whether as co-pay¬ 
ments or a periodic, regular pay¬ 
ment, will be uniform and not dis¬ 
criminate [among peopled, and 
without being tied to members’ 
income.” Thus Neeman’s “new, 
improved” scheme would violate 
die law authored by the Treasury 
itself, and implementing it would 

require the Arrangements Law to 
be amended - likely to be a very 
complex process, given the fact 
that its passage was extremely dif¬ 
ficult. 


Officials in both ministries are 
reportedly at their wits' end to find 
a solution to the deficit problem. 
Many legal experts say the 
requirement to pay for visits to the 
doctor cannot be enforced, since 
tiie National Health Insurance 
Law bars denying medical care to 
people who refuse to pay for it. 

Matza has advocated raising the 
income ceiling for health taxes 
deducted monthly by the National 
Insurance Institute from four times 
the average wage to six times that 
figure, but the Treasury and die 
Nil strongly oppose this idea, each 
for its own reasons. The Treasury 
doesn't want to increase taxes, 
while the NU argues that the four- 
times-income ceiling is the stan¬ 
dard one for other payments as 
well. 

Tomorrow health system per¬ 
sonnel -are to demonstrate opposite 
the Knesset at I p.m. to protest 
against die system’s severe finan¬ 
cial straits. They will warn that' 
without a massive injection of 
funds, the insurers will have to 
close down their facilities, risking 
the collapse of public hospitals as 
well. The Treasury had promised 
the health funds NIS 300 million 
when they began to collect addi¬ 
tional user’s and membership fees 
dnectiy from the public; but now, 
this has been held up.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Former While House intern Monica 
Lewinsky met yesterday with prosecutors investigating an 
alleged presidential affair and cover-up, sources familiar with 
the US probe said. The meeting took several hours. 

Meanwhile, in a victory for independent counsel Kenneth 
Starr, a federal appeals court yesterday ordered US presidential 
aide Bruce Lindsey to submit to grand jury questioning in the 
Lewinsky investigation. 

Starr is seeking to get Lindsey, who is employed by the feder¬ 
al government, to testify about private discussions he had with 
Clinton regarding the Lewinsky case. 

PM cancels attendance at Hisfadrul convention 

The Prime Minister's Office announced last night that Prime 
Minister Binyamin Netanyahu would not attend a Histadrut con¬ 
vention in Jerusalem today. 

It denied that die reason for the cancellation was a reported 
dispute about whether Netanyahu or President Ezer Weizman 
would deliver the opening address. 

“There is no problem between the Prime Minister's Office and 
the President's bureau,’’ it said. '‘Netanyahu will not arrive at the 
convention because of his tight schedule." Jerusalem Post Staff

He also 
called on them to take note of the religious freedom and the 
development under way “in aJJ parts of the city for the benefit 
of all of its inhabitants, Arab as well as Jewish."

Officials say King Hussein had chemotherapy 

Jordan's King Hussein has undergone chemotherapy treatment 
at an American hospital following reports he may have lymphat¬ 
ic cancer, Jordanian officials said yesterday. The king's brother. 
Crown Prince Hassan, said the monarch may soon leave the 
Mayo Clink: in Rochester, Minnesota, after initial treatment but 
would remain in the Midwestern state for a “period of rest” 

“We hope to hear the good results of the first stage of treat-

hospital in the coming few days,” Hassan told Jordanian sol¬ 
diers Sunday. His remarks were published by Amman dailies 
yesterday.

According to evidence presented in the 
Tel Aviv District Court, which agreed to a plea bargain, Entebbi 
reached under her clothes and touched her breasts against the 
secretary’s will. According to a Health Ministry announcement, 
Matza and Entebbi “reached an agreement” that the MDA presi¬ 
dent would leave his post and that the minister will look for a 
replacement.

A Palestinian family said yesterday that it had donated four 
organs from its son’s body to Israeli Jews in a gesture they said 
defied often tense relations between Israelis and Palestinians. 
“We thought of the donation as a purely humanitarian issue, no 
matter what were the patients' nationalities, they were human 
beings," said Abdel-Halim Bawadi. brother of Farid Bawadi 
who was killed in a car accident on Thursday. 

His family agreed to donate several organs from his body after 
35-year-old Bawadi, from the Bureij refugee: camp in Gaza, was 
declared brain dead. Surgeons transplanted two kidneys, the 
liver and the heart into four patients.

Israeli and Palestinian negotiat¬

The suggested 
park would be in an uninhabited 
swath of the Judean Desen. 

The Israeli negotiating team is 
headed by Cabinet Secretary Dan 
Naveh and Prime Minister 
Binyamin Netanyahu's legal 
adviser. Yitzhak Molcho. wftjle 
the Palestinian team leaders are 
Saeb Erekat. the chief negotiator, 
and security chief Mohammad 
Dahl an. 

Internal Security Minister 
Avigdor Kahalani said after meet¬ 
ing Abbas at a Jerusalem hotel 
yesterday that they had agreed to 
renew committee talks on safe 
passage for Palestinians between 
the West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

“We hope to complete ihe work 
that was begun beforehand, but 
interrupted and halted." Kahalani 
said. 

He also demanded the extradi¬ 
tion of Palestinian murder sus¬ 
pects and asked Abbas for help in

Attorney-General Elyakim 
Rubinstein yesterday submitted an 
urgent petition to the High Court 
of Justice asking it to issue a tem¬ 
porary injunction to prevent the 
Prisons Service from releasing 
convicted terrorist Ziyad Musa 
Zayyad from jail tomorrow. 

The Prisons Service Parole 
Board decided last week to deduct 
one-third of Zavyad's sentence on 
the grounds that an accomplice 
had been released after complet¬ 
ing two-thirds of his jail term. 

Zayyad was sentenced to 12 
years in prison in 1990 after being 
convicted of killing a suspected 
collaborator and belonging to the 
illegal Popular Front for the 


Liberation of Palestine. 

Rubinstein accused foe parole 
board of ignoring a High Court rul¬ 
ing to withdraw an earlier decision 
to" release Zayyad. The court had 
instructed the parole board to study 
a secret report by the General 
Security Service before making up 
its mind. According to Rubinstein, 
the board had refused to read die 
report before making its first deci¬ 
sion. on June 3. to release Zayyad. 

On July 20. the board met again. 
Its members said they had already 
read the secret report, and refused 
to hear behind-closed-doors testi¬ 
mony from GSS agents. 

Zayyad. who was represented by 
attorney Avigdor Feldman, argued 
that other members of the PFLP. 
including Munir Abu Diab, who 


was convicted of foe same crimes 
as Zayyad, had been given early 
releases. 

But the state argued that 
Zayyad’s case could not be com¬ 
pared to that of Diab.

Thousands attend rally on ‘evil speech’

By going to a conference on 
“guarding the tongue,” Linda 
Kelleman said yesterday that she 
hopes to make foe world just a lit¬ 
tle bit better. 

Kelleman was one of some 
10,000 women planning to attend 
last night’s conference at foe 
Jerusalem International Convention 
Center (Binyanei Ha’urna), to hear 
exhortations against lashon hara 
(“evil speech”). 

However, as she pointed out, the 
laws concerning lashon hara 
include but go beyond forbidding 
saying bad things to people, slan¬ 
dering people, or gossiping. 

The project bringing women 
together during the nine days 
before Tisha Be’av to study the 
laws of lashon hara began 14 
years ago in one of foe haredi 
neighborhoods of Jerusalem. 

11115 week there were about 200 
study groups meeting in syna¬ 
gogues and schools before coming 
together for foe central gathering 


at the J1CC. The classes were in 
Hebrew, English, French and 
Yiddish. 

Last night's gathering featured 
Hebrew-speaking lecturers; a sim¬ 
ilar rally in English is to take place 
tomorrow night at foe same venue. 

In addition to the Jerusalem 
gatherings, there are similar 
events in Haifa, Beit Shemesh and 
Kiryat Sefer, as well as in the US, 
Canada and South Africa. 

Perhaps die most extraordinary 
thing about foe project is that it 
tries to cut across the religious 
community’s political and organi¬ 
zational lines. 

"We don’t represent any party or 
group.” said an organizer, who 
asked that she not be named.

WASHINGTON - Too inten¬ 
sive an American role in the 
peace process is not healthy for 
US-lsrael relations, Israeli 
ambassador to Washington 
Zalman Shoval said yesterday. 

In his first speech since taking 
over the post two weeks ago, 
Shoval told the Washington 
Institute for Near East Policy that 
while foe current American role 
as a facilitator in the talks was 
appropriate, if Washington were 
to assume the role of a judge, it 
would be “not helpful” and 
“could create bilateral disagree¬ 
ments in the ftiture between us 
and foe US. 

“I would like to see a more 
intensive role between the parties 
themselves, and less with the US,” 
Shoval said. 

Before final status negotiations. 
Jerusalem must convey to 
Washington what its red lines 
“are, will be, and won't be nego¬ 
tiable ” he added. 

“We will have to see to it that 
there's a better understanding of... 
where we can’t go." 


Shoval added that while rela¬ 
tions between Prime Minister 
Binyamin .Netanyahu and US 
President Bill Clinton may be 
strained, “as important as tfmt.

n the past and the biggest drop in 
^ompiaim* last year came from 
reservists serving in combat units 
according to Col. Ahuva Yanai 
the outgoing IDF public com- 
plaints officer. 

Vanai cited the intensive efforts to 
ease and shorten reserve duty dur¬ 
ing the past two years as the reason 
reservists are complaining less. 
Presenting the statistics for 1907 at 
a Tel Aviv press conference yester¬ 
day. Yanai said 7,307 complaints 
were received bv her office last 
year, representing a 7.6 percent 
drop from the previous vear. 

Half the complaints reaching her 
office come from men and women 
doing compulsory- service. She said 
her office is making an extra effort 
to reach out to minority and immi¬ 
grant troops, with four Russian- 
speaking complaint officers and 
one A mharic-speaking officer. 

Most of the complaints from 
conscripts revolve around unit 
assignments, money, and service 
conditions. Soldiers also complain 
about unfair treatment by their 
commanders, who are often 
accused of ignoring medical 
instructions. 

One case she cited involved a 
soldier who was forced to open an 
IDF stretcher by banging it with 
his head. The soldier was injured, 
his medical profile lowered as a 
result, and he was disqualified 
from combat duty. ‘This is no'* 
doubt lifelong damage.” Yanai 
said. 

In this decade, the army has seen 
a rise in the number of complaints 
filed by parents and relatives of 
soldiers. Today some 20 percent of 
all complaints are made by par¬ 
ents, the most common being the 
lack of sleep their children are get¬ 
ting and collective punishments. 
Another popular complaint 
expresses dissatisfaction with the 
unit to which their child is 
assigned. 

One of the most difficult com¬ 
plaints came from a mother who 
had two sons serving in Lebanon 
at the same time and wanted that 
stopped. Yanai said that careful 
examination of military regula¬ 
tions did not find any that forbid 
two brothers serving on the battle- 
front. The matter was even more 
complicated by die fact that the 
mother had filed the complaint 
without her sons' knowledge. 
With a heavy heart, Yanai found 
the complaint unjustified. 

Yanai, whose husband is OC 
Planning Branch Maj.-Gen. 
Shlomo Yanai, is retiring from ser¬ 
vice and is being replaced by Lt.

Wallerstein dismisses report on Arutz 7 indictment

B inyam in Regional Council 
head Pinhas Wallerstein said yes¬ 
terday he has not heard from the 
Stale Attorney's Office on whether 
charges will be filed against him or 
from' police about whether their 
investigation of Arutz 7 has been 
completed. 

Wallerstein dismissed a report 
in Yedioi Aharonot that police 
have completed the investigation 
and will recommend that he be 
indicted along with some 30 
Arutz 7 staffers, calling it “spec¬ 
ulation.” 

“If there will be an indictment 
by the state attorney, then I will 
give my opinion," Wallersrein told 
Israel Radio. According to the 
report, Wallerstein would be 
charged with permitting the sta¬ 
tion to operate from territory 
within his jurisdiction. 

The Arutz 7 employees against 
whom police want to file charges 
include station manager Ya’acov 
Katz, technical manager Yoel 
Tsur, news editor Haggai Segal, 
broadcaster Adir Zik and Beil El 
Yeshiva head Rabbi Zalman 
Melamed, a member of the sta¬ 
tion's board of directors. 

Reacting to the list. Yehudit 
Tayar, spokeswoman for the 
Council of Jewish Communities 
in Judea. Samaria and Gaza, said, 
“It would be an interesting sce¬ 
nario if they decide to indict the 


staff of Arutz 7. In the event of an 
indictment, we feel that all the 
dignitaries who have appeared on 
the station, including Prime 
Minister Binyamin Netanyahu, 
should also be investigated for 
cooperating with 'illegal' radio 
broadcasts." 

The police investigation into 


whether Arutz 7 is operating ille¬ 
gally began two months ago, with 
a raid of the station's recording 
studio in Beit El, and its transmit¬ 
ters in Har Bracha and PsagoL 
Police have questioned the sta¬ 
tion’s managers, directors, broad¬ 
casting personnel, technicians and 
advertising staff. 


Since the beginning of the inves¬ 
tigation, all the suspects have 
exercised their right to remain 
silent during questioning, accord¬ 
ing to national police spokesman 
Elihu Ben-On. 

Arutz 7 has suspended its broad¬ 
casts for the nine-day mourning 
period preceding Tisha Be’av. 


Jet trainer 

crashes

An IAF A-4 Skyhawk jet 
crashed in the Judean foothills 
yesterday during a routine training 
flight, but both aviators - an 
instructor and pilot cadet — ejected 
and landed safely, the IDF 
Spokesman said. 

The IDF said a technical mal¬ 
function caused the crash, but OC 
Air Force Maj.-Gen. Eiran Ben- 
Eliahu has appointed a board of 
inquiry to examine the accident. 

This was the fourth aircraft 
crash so far this year and the sec¬ 
ond training mishap in less lhan a 
week. Last Tuesday, a low-flying 
F-15 cut the power to Eilat briefly 
when it struck a high-tension wire 
and brought down an electricity 
pylon in the Negev. 

Yesterday’s TA-4H Skyhawk 
crash occurred around 3:20 p.m. 
just north of the Tarkumiya crossing 
on the road to Hebron. The crash 
site was about 11 km east of Beit 
Guvrin, just beyond the Green Line 
in what the IDF said was Area C. 

“I saw two parachutists coming 
down and a few seconds later 
there was a loud explosion,” said 
Ziad Abu Haltam, who was dri¬ 
ving on the road to his home in 
Tarkumiya 

The Skyhawk was heading south 
with two other A-4s, he said, when 
it narrowly missed the village by 
some 350 meters and plowed into 
a cut wheat field, setting it alight 
as the single jet engine exploded. 
Pieces of die trainer were scattered 
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for hundreds of meters. IAF offi¬ 
cers said the jet was not armed, 

“1 ran up to the pilots and told 
them, ‘Don't be scared. I am here 
to help you.’ “ said Abu Haltam. 
“They were confused and I gave 
them my mobile phone to call, but 
the pilot told me he couldn't 
remember any numbers. I saw a 
piece of radio equipment on the 
ground and gave it to them and 
told them to call for help, which 
they did.’’ 

“I undid their belts. I cleaned the 
blood off their faces. But thev 
weren't hurt very' badly. They 
were just kids." he said. 

With hundreds of villagers look¬ 
ing on. IDF officers combed the 
field and olive groves for clues to. 
the crash. Video tape carried in the 
jet was collected in a plastic bag. 

“As a Palestinian and a human 
being I wanted to help them. Even 
though the next day they could be 
bombing our refugee camps in 
Lebanon. I hope that they think 
back on the day a Palestinian 
cared for them and maybe iheyll 
think twice about bombing," Abu 
Haltam said, adding he hopes to 
meet the pilots someday - “only 
next time they drop in, (hey should 
come in a car.” 

The US-made Skyhawks arrived 
here in December 1967 and 52. 
were shot down in the Yom 
Kippur War. Today there is just 
one squadron still in actived ser¬ 
vice and they are used in advance 
training for fighter pilots and nav¬ 
igators.

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Court to rule on Deri’s immunity

pie High Court of Justice is expected 
today to hand down a ruling on petitions 
contesting the Knesset House Committee’s 
decision to postpone a vote on Auomev- 
General Elyakim Rubinstein’s request to 
lift Shas MK Aryeh Deri’s pariiamenta 17 
immunity so he can be indicted on charces 
of fraud and breach of trust. 

The petition has been billed as a test of 
the balance of power between the Knesset 
and the High Court, since justices arc 
being asked to overrule a Knesset proceed¬ 
ing 


Amirai, one of the two petitioners, is ask- 
ing the court to nullify the committee's 
decision. The other petitioner, the 
Movement for Quality Government, said 
in a hearing on July 20 that it would be sat¬ 
isfied if the court ruled that Deri could not 
be prevented from being prosecuted if the 
statute of limitations went into effect 
because of the postponement. 

During that hearing. Supreme Court 
President Aharon Barak pointedly asked 
both petitioners if a ruling on the statute of 
limitations would satisfy them. He reiterat¬ 
ed the court's long-standing reluctance to 
interfere in Knesset proceedings. 


The statute of limitations is due to go 
into effect on August 1. five years after the 
end of an investigation into the allegations 
against Deri - unless the court rules that 
the countdown was suspended as soon as 
the Knesset received the attorney-general’s 
request to lift the SHas MK's immunity. 

The court has never ruled on this matter 
before. When they voted in favor of the 
postponement on June 23, members of the 
House Committee said they assumed the 
countdown had been suspended once 
Knesset proceedings began. 

Deri is accused of fraud and breach of 
trust by a public servant for allegedly forc¬ 


ing local authorities to channel govern¬ 
ment money to haredi institutions while 
serving as Interior Minister and director- 
general of the ministry. Many beneficiaries 
of Deri's system were close to Deri per¬ 
sonally, or to Shas. 

Rubinstein has refused to defend the 
committee to the High Court because he 
believed it had been wrong to postpone the 

vote on his request. 

Knesset legi adviser Zvi Inbar has. told 
the court that if it ruled that the countdown 
for the statute of limitations had not been, 
suspended, the committee would immedi¬ 
ately hold a vote on Rubinstein's request. 


Ministry aims 
to stop doctors 
from taking 
commercial 
junkets

The Health Ministry’ is in the 
process of amending regulations 
that will prevent doctors in the pub¬ 
lic hospitals from going on holi¬ 
days paid for by commercial firms 
to promote the use of (heir prod¬ 
ucts. 

Rules were issued by the ministry 
in 1993, according to director-gen¬ 
eral Prof. Gabi Barabash, but (here 
were loopholes that have to be 
closed. 

Two hundred physicians who 
were supposed to fly to Turkey yes¬ 
terday for a four-day "symposium" 
at the expense of the Teva pharma¬ 
ceutical company had to unpack 
their bags at the last moment - by 
order of Health Minister Yehoshua 
Matza. 

He canceled the trip, arguing that 
it was meant 10 promote sales of a 
new drug. CanJura-XL. (hat Teva 
markets. 

In a letter to Teva, Matza said he 
accepted his office's recommenda¬ 
tions to cancel the trip, because it 
"harmed public and ethical consid¬ 
erations.” 

Teva initially chose 200 
internists, urologists and other spe¬ 
cialists and personally invited them 
to take part in the four-day event. 

But when the company was told 
that personal invitations were not 
permitted by Health Ministry regu¬ 
lations, it contacted public hospi¬ 
tals and asked them to choose rep¬ 
resentatives. 

When ministry' medical services 
division director Dr. Yitzhak 
Berlovich teamed of the plan, he 
informed ministry decisionmakers, 
and after deliberations that includ¬ 
ed Matza and Civil Service 
Commissioner Shmuei Hollander, 
it was decided to take the unprece¬ 
dented step of calling the trip off.

Knesset may vote on disputed 
public housing bill today 


By UAT COLLIES 

The disputed public housing bill 
being promoted by MK "Ran 
Cohen (Meretz), which would 
allow residents of public housing 
to buy their homes at a discount, 
can come up for second and third 
readings this week, following a 
decision yesterday by the Knesset 
House Committee. 

The committee rejected a 
request by coalition and Likud 
whip Meir Sheetrit, who two 
weeks ago got the cabinet to 
approve regulations he drew up on 
the issue, to declare Cohen's bill 
"new." This would have required 
it to.go back through all the previ¬ 
ous committee stages and prelimi¬ 
nary and first readings. 

Sheetrit had claimed that, since 
there were now government regu¬ 
lations on the issue, any further 
legislation had to go back ro 
square one and be debated again, 
taking the new circumstances into 
account, instead, the bill could be 
\ oted on tonight. 

Both Cohen's bill and Sheetrit's 
regulations would allow long-term 
residents of public housing to buy 
their homes at a large discount 

But whereas Cohen's bill 
emphasizes the number of years of 
residency in determining the size 
of the discount die regulations 
focus on the location of the apart¬ 
ment. giving preferential terms to 
those living in development towns 
and peripheral areas. 

Outside the Knesset yesterday, 
demonstrators pressed for passage 
of Cohen's bill. They said Cohen’s 
bill is more generous than 
Sheetrii's regulations, and that the 
regulations discriminate against 
those liv ing in large cities. 

The argument between Cohen 
and Sheejrit has dogged Cohen's 
bill and at one point Sheetrit 
turned the vote on it into a no-con¬ 
fidence .notion to delay its pas¬ 
sage. despue the anomaly of a 
coalition whip filing a motion of 
no-confidence in his own prime 
minister. 

Sheetrit is now threatening to 
file more than 1,000 reservations 
to the bill if it comes up for second 
reading this evening, which could 
result In hours of discussion and 
require it to be returned to com¬ 
mittee. 

He might also call again to turn 
the vote into a no-confidence 
motion, which would postpone it 
until after the three-month recess. 

Cohen said the bill should be

passed by the end of this Knesset 
session even if the session has to 
be extended by a day, to Thursday, 
to do so. 

Sheetrit, on the other hand, said; 
“There is no way the Knesset can 
finish the legislation of this law 
before [tomorrow), when it leaves 


for recess. The opposition cannot 
pass a bill through violence.” 

Sheetrit complained at the 
Knesset House Committee meet¬ 
ing yesterday that he had not been 
allowed to address the Knesset 
Economic Committee, chaired by 
Labor's Avi Yehezkel, when it dis¬ 


cussed Cohen's bill. 

Cohen accused Sheetrit of 
“playing a dirty trick which was 
aimed at sabotaging the bill which 
is expected to have a majority, and 
harming thousands of families 
who could purchase their homes if 
it passes."

bill passes first read 


The Knesset yesterday passed 
on a first reading a bill by Meretz 
leader Yossi Sarid to grant non- 
Jewish, first-degree relatives of 
IDF soldiers automatic citizenship 
under the Law of Return. 

The vote was 53 to 28 with five 
abstentions. It was delayed from 
last week when 
religious parties 
sought to turn the 
vote into a motion 
of no-confidence. ■ c 

Industry and 
Trade ■ Minister 
Natan Sharansky insisted that the 
government support the bill on the 
understanding it would be amend¬ 
ed in committee between first and 
second readings. 

An amendment proposed by 
Yisrael Ba’aliya whip Roman 
Bronfman would apply die bill 
only to relatives of soldiers who 
have obtained citizenship under 
the Law of Return. 

Bronfman said this would cover 
“scores and perhaps hundreds” of 
families of soldiers. Gaihi main¬ 
tained that there are 120 such 
cases. 

In a separate meeting. Interior 
Minister Eli Suissa (Shas) sug¬ 
gested that the Interior and 
Immigration and Absorption min¬ 
istries establish a joint committee 
to handle the cases of soldiers’ rel¬ 
atives who have been denied citi¬ 
zenship until now.

Ministry reassures on bovine growth hormone 

The Health Ministry reiterated yesterday that there was "no 
proof bovine growth hormone given to milk-producing animals 
causes any harm to humans.

Dysentery In children on the rise 

The number of children being hospitalized with dysentery due 
to the spread of bacteria such as shigella, has increased signifi¬ 
cantly during the past two months, doctors at Assaf Harofeh 
Hospital reported. The main symptom is diarrhea. 

Prof. Mordechai Ajlgajam, ihe head of pediatrics at the Tzrifin 
hospital, reminds the public to take precautions by washing 
hands after using the toilet, soaking fruits and vegetables in soap 
and water, and cooking meat and poultry well. Judy Siegel 

Ministry warns laser pointers are dangerous 

The Environment Ministry issued a warning this week against 
the use of laser pointers in ail forms - including on pens and 
key rings - saying that they can cause temporary blindness and 
in some cases irreparable damage to the eyes. 

The ministry said it bad accumulated evidence from around 
the world about the health hazards of finger pointers. 

“It is prohibited in all cases to point the laser pointer in the 
direction of the face, and especially the eyes," the ministry 
statement said. "Children should not be permitted to play with 
the laser pointer, which is not a toy and can pose a real danger 
to the eye." him 

Ice pops produced by Haifa factory said unsafe 

Ice pops meant for freezing at home that were produced by the 
Karhonim factory in Haifa Bay are not safe, according to the 
Health Ministry, which found "foreign bodies” in the liquid- 
filled plastic bags. The ministry said the company has been 
making the product without a license. The district food service 
office Teamed two weeks ago that a fault in production occurred, 
but the factory never reponed it to the authorities. The break¬ 
down included a failure in the pasteurization process. 

Samples were taken, and shops were asked to remove the 
product from their shelves. Anyone who bought the ice pops 
before that should not eat them, the ministry said. Judy Siegel

Tel Aviv women fear serial rapist

Women in Te! Aviv are living in 
fear following reports a serial 
rapist may be responsible for two 
brutal rapes since Friday. The two 
victims, both young women, were 
beaten so badly after they were 
sexually assaulted that they had to 
be hospitalized. 

Last Friday rooming, a 27-year- 
old woman from the Philippines was 
raped at knifepoint in her Rehov 
Sokolov apartment and left so bru¬ 
tally beaten she had to be admitted to 

Ichilov Hosoitai. On Sundav 
■ * 

evening, a 27-year-old Italian tourist 
on her way to visit a friend was 
raped in the stairwell of a building 
on Rebov Hahashmonaim. She. too, 
was hospitalized at Ichilov. 

“She was supposed to come and 
visit me,”" said the victim’s friend, 
attorney Hemi Kasif. “He must 
have causht her before she entered 


the elevator. He lay her on the 
floor, stomach down, and did this 
evil thins in (he stairs. He knew she 
was u tourist, because he spoke to 
her in good English right away. 

"She succeeded in reaching my 
apartment. I opened the door and 
was shocked to see her bleeding 
with abrasions on her face. She 
shook and screamed. ‘It happened 
here! He's here! Cal! the police!* ” 

Kasif said the victim described the 
rapist as a skinny, dark-skinned man 
in his 20s with a dark ponytail and a 
low forehead, w ho spoke English 
well. 

Cheryl Hechter, spokeswoman of 
the city’s Rape Crisis Center, said 
that since the latest two rapes were 
made public, women have banaged 
the center with calls. 

“Many more people are calling 
than usual. We are trying our best 
to meet the demand for informa¬ 
tion and to educate the public 


about rape," she said. "People are 
scared and worried, since this has 
hit too close to home." 

Because of similar patterns of 
behavior, police believe these two 
cases may be connected to some of 
the other rapes committed in the 
city over the past two years and are 
investigating the possibility a serial 
rapist is lurking in Tel Aviv. 

Three of the recent rape victims 
in the city are not Israeli citizens 
and police are awaiting the results 
of laboratory tests to confirm 
whether these cases are related. 

A police spokesman said it is too 
soon to tell whether or not there is 
a serial rapist on the loose. “As of 
now, it seems that two of the rapes 
were committed by the same man, 
but we do not yet know about the 
resL” tiie spokesman said. "In the 
meantime, the police considers 
catching the rapist a priority and is 
doing all it can to do so.”

Bulat Sarsenbayev, 
political counselor at 
the Kazakh embassy 
in Tel Aviv, said the 
importance of the 
Caspian agreement in 
global terms cannot be over¬ 
emphasized. The oil reservoirs 
beneath the Caspian are believed 
to be vast, anywhere from five to 
10 billion tons. 

Since a main outlet for Kazakh 
oil will be a pipleline to Turkey’s 
Mediterranean coast, the diplo¬ 
mat pointed out, Israel will be 
more than a little interested in 
this huge new source of non- 
Arab oil on its doorstep.

Wedding bells 

"Kazakh” means nomad, and 
Kazakhstan is the giant of the 
stans, wandering 3,000 km. from 
the Volga to" China's Altai 
Mountains across its vast land 
area of 2.7 million sq.km. (For 
comparison, its neighbor 
Kyigyzstan has an area of less 
than 200,000 sq.km.) With a 
population of 17 million, 
Kazakhstan therefore is a hugely 
empty place with an average of 
seven people per sq.km., com¬ 
pared to Israel’s 250. 

Earlier this month the daughter 
of the president of Kazakhstan 
married the son of the president 
of Kyrgyzstan. The wedding, at 
a mountain resort in Kyrgyzstan, 
had more than a hint of dynastic 
royalty about it and was attend¬ 
ed by four Central Asian presi¬ 
dents. The American-educated 
couple may have married for 
love, but in Central Asia the pol¬ 
itics of the event are also taken 
for granted. Kyrgyz and Kazakhs 
are virtually die same people - 
Kazakhs are of the plains and 
Kyrgyz of the mountains. 

Kazakhstan sits on top of the 
Great Silk Road of ancient times 
and sees itself as the pivotal state 
linking Europe and the Far East. 
In die seven years since it gained 
independence for the first time, 
Kazakhstan is one of the few 
members of the old Soviet 
republics to give the impression 
dial it has an appointment with 
destiny - and is set on fulfilling it 


unnoticed by the Western media, 
that may be because 
Kazakhstan's strategic interests 
are intertwined mainly with 
those of Russia and China, 
notwithstanding die red carpet 

treatment it gives 
to potential 
Western investors. 
A significant piece 
of trivia: as well as 
oil, 99 elements of 

the periodic table 
can be extracted 
from Kazakhstan. 
The Kazakhs have 
been tidying up 
their important 
relationships with 
skill and vigor. 
Kazakhstan now 
has established 
diplomatic lies with 
100 countries. It 
has cultivated very close rela¬ 
tions with Israel since diplomats 
were exchanged in 1992. 

Regarding Russia, a landmark 
meeting between Presidents Boris 
Yeltsin and Nursultan 

Nazarbayev in June sealed three 
important agreements: a declara¬ 
tion of eternal friendship and 
cooperation, demarcation of sov¬ 
ereign rights in the northern 
Caspian and a protocol on 
Baikonur, the headquarters of the 
Soviet space program, which is in 
Kazakhstan. The space center will 
be rented to Russia for 25 years. 

The Caspian agreement, which 
divides the northern seabed into 
Russian and Kazakh sectors on 
the median Une principle, was a 
significant diplomatic coup for 
Kazakhstan, because it recognizes 
its claim ro the oil near its coast 
and sets a precedent for future 
agreements. (It also provides 
equal access to fishing grounds).

Switzerland’s identity 
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Criticized as cold-hearted profiteers, the still staunchly neutral Swiss are 

the midst of a rapidly integrating Europe, to look to the future with a sense

ZURICH - Beautiful but 
unloved. Switzerland is suffering 

from a deep identity crisis as it 
celebrates its 150th anniversary as 
a modem state this year. 

Painted by critics as cold-heart¬ 
ed profiteers from the misery of 
others, staunchly neutral amid 
growing political cohesion in 
Europe, the Swiss are struggling 
to look to the future with pride, 
confidence and a sense of belong¬ 
ing. 

Peter Sluder, editor-in-chief at 
Swiss Television, sees the search 
for identity rooted in the sweeping 
political changes that have crystal¬ 
lized around Switzerland, coupled* 
with foreign critics' attacks over 
the country's World War II role. 

“On the one hand it is 
Switzerland having to open itself 
up to face the new political form 
and content of Europe. This is tak¬ 
ing place step by step.” he said. 

“On the other (here is this Swiss 
bashing which is going on. espe¬ 
cially in the United States, which 
is totally unexpected. Suddenly 
we are the evil guys of the world." 

This image of being villains has 
come as a rude shockto the Swiss, 
long used to being admired for 
their high standard of living and 
top-quality products, if not espe¬ 
cially well liked. 

Europe's posl-Cold War era 

dawned bleakly on Switzerland, 

* 

ushering in seven years of eco¬ 
nomic stagnation that pushed 
unemployment at times to 
unheard-of levels above five per¬ 
cent. 

Young people used to globetrot¬ 
ting between brief stints of well- 
paid employment at home sudden¬ 
ly found themselves unable to get 
any work, although the situation is 
starting to brighten now. 

The European Union's integra¬ 
tion left the neutral country out of 
step and isolated, a point driven 
home every time Swiss stand in 
line at passport controls with othei 
non-EU citizens. 

When accusations began to 
mount that Switzerland and its 
secretive banks had exploited 
World War II to enrich them¬ 
selves, it became brutally clear to 
many Swiss that their country had 
no friends, only business partners. 

“Many Swiss people are thrown 
into a state of uncertainty and start 
wondering how they are supposed 
to perceive themselves as Swiss," 
ihen-Presidem Arnold Kotler said 
last year as charges mounted that 
the Swiss had cashed in on the 
Holocaust. 

“Many feel outraged and ask: 
Why? Why only now? And why 
Switzerland of all countries? 
Switzerland was neither involved 
in the deportations, nor did it 
know violent anti-Semitism. Why 
are we are the center of attention 
and not the others?" 

Traditional Swiss mistrust of 
foreign entanglements - to the 
point of eschewing membership of 
the United Nations - came home 
to roost as the weak federal gov¬ 
ernment in Bern did nothing ini¬ 
tially to counter a growing tide of 
anti-Swiss sentiment.

“Schadenfreude" (enjoyment of 
other people's discomfort) as the 
smug Swiss — spared the direct 
impact of two world ware (hat 
devastated the continent — 
squirmed under intense scrutiny. 

Negative headlines filled the 
vacuum left as the popular images 
of Switzerland as an Alpine won¬ 
derland of chocolate, fine watches, 
Heidi and yodeling shepherds 
evaporated. 

Accusations that the Swiss were 
Hitler's bankers, hiding behind a 
charade of neutrality to do lucra¬ 
tive business, outraged a genera¬ 
tion of Swiss who took up arms to 
defend their country against Nazi 
Germany and the Axis powers 
who draped a fascist noose around 
the country. 

The attacks, which many Swiss 
thought were as inaccurate as they 
were vicious, left Switzerland's 
image in tatters and created a void 
of national identity that has yet to 
be filled. 

“The existential question is: 
What is Switzerland for? What 
should it stand for? What is it 
good at? These questions are not 
being answered," Daniel Vase 11 a. 
chief executive of giant life sci¬ 
ences company Novartis, told a 
recent panel discussion. 

This hard scrutiny is making 
many Swiss wonder why they are 
getting most of the attention for an 
era in which few countries cov¬ 
ered themselves with glory. They 
leave the soul-searching to intel¬ 


lectuals and complain about for¬ 
eign “blackmail”. 

Even the United States sent back 
ships with Jewish refugees to cer¬ 
tain death in the Holocaust, they 
say, also recalling how US offi¬ 
cials interred innocent Japanese- 
Americans during World War 
Two. 

One reader, tongue in cheek, 
wrote to a newspaper wondering 
how long it would be before it 
emerged that a Swiss — not a 
German submarine sank, the 
Lusitania ocean liner in 1915I J " 

Koller summarized the? popular 
mood when he told parliament that 
Switzerland had to examine and 
weigh its own history. 

“Even if the final reasons and 
factors why Switzerland was not 
attacked during World War II 
remain a secret, today we do not 
have to feel ashamed that we 
escaped the war.” be said. 

Critics ignore Switzerland's 
humanitarian traditions, the 
300,000 foreigners it took in dur¬ 
ing wartime, the good offices it 
provided to help settle conflicts, 
he noted. 

But he said it was up to histori¬ 
ans and the public to decide if all 
Swiss had lived up to the high 
moral demands in tire dark days of 
the war, when Switzerland turned 
back thousands of Jewish refugees 
as the Holocaust raged and its cen¬ 
tral bank bought tons of gold from 
Nazi Germany that it knew was 
looted. 


The historical review launched 
by Bem is continuing, but the 
Swiss now seem increasingly 
inclined to close ranks and reject 
criticism amid demands for finan¬ 
cial compensation from the World 
Jewish Congress .and Holocaust 
victims who are suing big banks. 

In the past, the Swiss have 
turned to their 700-year history 
and sumptuous Alpine nature as 
unifying themes for citizens who 
shared neither a national language 
nor a national culture.

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Kosovo conflict escalates as sides exchange fire

PRISTINA, Serbia (Reuters) - 
Reports of Serbian progress in 
recouping control of the Pristina- 
Pec road emerged amid a poten¬ 
tially explosive escalation of the 
conflict when Albanian and 
; Yugoslav federal army border 
; guards exchanged fire. 

• Albanian rebels fighting for 
■ independence from 

Serbia have funnelled weapons 
and fighters into Kosovo from 
; lawless northern Albania, stoking 
; bonier tensions as Serbian forces 
. have stepped up efforts to stop the 
! influx. 


Meanwhile. Serbian security 
forces have captured a key strong¬ 
hold of ethnic Albanian gunmen 
which had blocked a major road 
across the province of Kosovo, 
state media reported yesterday. 

Serbian state television aired 
what it described as footage of ex- 
Kosovo Liberation Army (KLA) 
positions in Lapusnik, “a notori¬ 
ous terrorist base” which it said 
security forces wrested back chi 
Sunday. 

“The decisive action by the 
police, which came under fierce 
fire from mortars, portable rocket 
launchers, heavy machine guns 
and automatic weapons, managed 


to rout ihe...terrorisi gangs in this 
terrorist stronghold." it said. 

The footage showed trenches 
and bunkers, ammunition, com¬ 
munication equipment, a heavy 
machine gun, rebel uniforms, food 
stores and a makeshift surgery. 

Ii was not immediately possible 
to verify events for lack of foreign 
access to the area, some 25 km 
west of the regional capital 
Pristina. 

But if true, Lapusnik's capture 
would underline an apparent shift 
in the tide of fighting, which saw 
the KLA seize up to half of 
Kosovo since February, only to 
get knocked backwards by an 


army and security police counter¬ 
offensive in recem days. 

The KLA’s momentum started to 
falter when it was beaten back by 
superior Serbian firepower in an 
attempt to take its first major 
town, Orahovac. a week ago. 

And a major Yugoslav army and 
police campaign appeared to get 
under way on Friday in central 
Kosovo with the aim of reopening 
a main east-west artery cut for 
months by the KLA. 

Both Albania's Interior Ministry 
and the Yugoslav state news 
agency Tanjug reported shooting 
across the border in the same area 
early on Sunday morning but pre¬ 


dictably differed on who was to 
blame. 

The Tirana Interior Ministry said 
“Serb soldiers opened fire towards 
the police building at the border 
checkpoint in Morini, Kukes dis¬ 
trict" and tried to shoot their way 
through but were stymied by 
return fire. 

Tanjug said Yugoslav Army bor¬ 
der guards in the Vrbnica area, 
which borders Kukes, came under 
machine-gun fire after KLA fight¬ 
ers nearby tried to slip back into 
Albania. 

“After the border guards urged 
them to halt, they opened fire and 
the bonier guards countered and 


prevented the terrorists from 
crossing the border," Tanjug said, 
quoting the Third Army Command 
press service. 

Such a clash would evoke the 
nightmare scenario of NATO in the 
region. They believe northern 
Albania border zones are being used 
freely by the KLA to muster and 
train fighters and infiltrate armed 
units into Kosovo, creating the risk 
of internationalising the conflict. 

Albania's ATA news agency said 
that shots continued “for about 15 
minutes towards the customs 
building in Morini and towards the 
village of Rexhe and near the vil¬ 
lage of Shalqi". 


Women and children were evac¬ 
uated to the village of Bardhoc. 

A Serbian media report earlier 
on Sunday said 2U KLA members 
had surrendered to police near 
Junik, a KLA-controlled village in 
the foothills of ihe border zone. 

The report said many KLA fight¬ 
ers had fled, but it added that there 
had been no fighting in that area. 

Yugoslav army artillery 
thumped guerrilla targets in cen¬ 
tral Kosovo on Sunday and police 
overran villages on the third day 
of the offensive, while terrified 
ethnic Albanian families fled from 
settlements in the wav of the 
advance. 


Blair promotes allies in cabinet reshuffle

LONDON (Reuters! - British 
Prime Minister Tony Blair fired 
four ministers yesterday and pro¬ 
moted loyalists to key positions in 
the first reshuffle of his cabinet 
after 15. months in office. 

The moves were more extensive 
than expected and enabled Blair for 
the first time to stamp his mark on a 
cabinet carried over from opposi¬ 
tion, the make-up of which, under 
Labor Party rules, he had had to 
accept when be came to power. 

The most eye-catching appoint¬ 
ment was that of Peter Mandelson, 
the architect of Labor's election 
victory, to (he post of trade and 
industry secretary. 

Mandelson had long sought a 
departmental job of his own, part¬ 
ly to shed the reputation as a shad¬ 
owy media manipulator that has 
earned him the nickname “Prince 
of Darkness” and made him 
unpopular among rank-and-file 
Labor members of parliament. 


He had been tipped for the role 
of cabinet troubleshooter, but this 
went to former agriculture minis¬ 
ter Jack Cunningham, 58, a safe 
pair of hands who has served 
under six Labor leaders. 

As cabinet office minister, 
Cunningham will have the job of 
harrying ministers across depart¬ 
mental boundaries to make sure 
they implement Blair’s agenda. 

The other key promotion was 
that of Alistair Darling, a Blair 
loyalist who won plandits for 
overseeing a recent comprehen¬ 
sive review of government spend¬ 
ing in his job as chief secretary to 
the Treasury. 

Darling gets what could be an 
even tougher job - overhauling 
Britain's sprawling and expensive 
social security system. 

Political commentators said 
Darling’s appointment reflected 
Blair's deep disappointment that 
outgoing Social Security 
Secretary Harriet Hannan - who 
was sacked despite her loyalty to 


Blair - had failed to get to grips 
with welfare reform. 

Harman’s deputy, free-thinking* 
Frank Field, announced he was 
resigning from the govern menu 
giving Darling a free hand. 

Blair sacked three other minis¬ 
ters: Transport Minister Gavin 
Strang, Public Services Minister 
David Clark and the leader of the 
House of Lords, Ivor Richard. 

Richard was replaced by 
Baroness Margaret Jay, daughter 
of former Labor Prime Minister 
James Callaghan. As well as steer¬ 
ing through sweeping reforms of 
the unelected upper house, lay 
will take over Hannan's responsi¬ 
bilities as minister for women. 

Blair's team has been 
unchanged since Labor's landslide 
general election win in May last 
year, ending 18 years in the politi¬ 
cal wilderness. 

Labor still enjoys a huge lead in 
opinion polls and Blair was under 
no political pressure to shake up 
his ministerial team. 


But the reshuffle was an oppor¬ 
tunity for Blair to reinforce his 
authority. Under party rules, Blair 
was obliged to choose his first 
government from the “shadow 
cabinet” elected by Labor mem¬ 
bers of parliament while they were 
in opposition. 

As expected, the big players in 
the cabinet all kept their jobs — 
Chancellor of the Exchequer 
Gordon Brown, Home Secretary 
Jack Straw, Foreign Secretary 
Robin Cook and Education 
Secretary David Blunketr. 

Some commentators said the 
reshuffle could be interpreted as a 
blow to Brown, the finance minis¬ 
ter, in what is portrayed in the 
press as his constant quest to wrest 
power and influence from Blair. 

Not only must he countenance 
Mandelson in an important eco¬ 
nomic job, but Brown’s new 
deputy will be Stephen Byers, 
another close Blair ally who was 
promoted from the job of junior 
education minister. 


Three nuns JJS to keep pressure on Japan 


shot dead 
in Yemen 

SAN* A, Yemen (AP) - Three 
nuns who worked with the late 
Mother Teresa’s Missionaries of 
Charity were shot to death yester¬ 
day as they left their clinic in the

The. official said,.one of the 
Roir&n Catholic nuns was. .from 
ihe Philippines and two were 
Indian. 

They were killed by gunmen 
carrying automatic rifles, he said. 

There was no immediate claim 
of responsibility for the attack. 

Authorities have arrested one 
person believed to have been 
involved in the attack, the official 
said. He did not identify the sus¬ 
pect in any way. 

The official said Yemenite 
President Ali Abdullah Saleh 
promised to direct the investiga¬ 
tion into the incident 

Hie Missionaries of Charity, 
based in Calcutta, have operated 
medical clinics in Yemen since 
1970 and never have been 
attacked before, Yemenite officials 
said.

“We’ve just had ihe Jarrer, 
maybe it’s time for the former.” 

Obuchi will have to deploy all 
his consensus-building skills to 
finalize LDP proposals on the 
banking sector and tax cuts, and to 
guide needed legislation through 
parliament, which is expected to 
reopen an extraordinary session on 
July 30. 

Success will require complex 
deals, both with competing LDP 
blocs and with opposition parties, 
whose strong showing in the elec¬ 
tion triggered the LDP leadership 
contest

Communists vow to block 

US-Russia naval moves 


VLADIVOSTOK (Reuters.) - 
Communist hard-liners vowed yes¬ 
terday to block joint naval exercis¬ 
es with the US outside Russia's 
easternmost port of Vladivostok 
planned for next week. 

The local branch of the 
Communist-led National Patriotic 
Forces Union (NPSR) said plans 
to land US marines near Russia's 
key Pacific naval base were 
humiliating to national pride and 
threatened the country's security. 

As a part of joint maneuvers held 
every two years since 1994, US 
marines were scheduled to land in 
Ussury Bay on the fringes of 


Vladivostok on August 6. A 
spokesman for the Pacific Fleer said 
no shooting exercises were planned. 

“This action cannot be consid¬ 
ered other than a provocation and 
a blow at Russia’s national pride,” 
the NPSR spokesman Alexander 
Reznichenko said. 

“The NPSR believes reactionary 
circles in the United States and 
NATO are working out plans to 
establish military control over 
Russia and its people." 

Russian Communists blame 
President Boris Yeltsin’s govern¬ 
ment for developing cooperation 
with NATO, which they believe is 


hostile to Russia. 

Reznichenko said protesters will 
picket the US Consulate and the 
headquarters of the Pacific Fleet 
in Vladivostok tomorrow and 
Thursday calling for the exercises 
to be scrapped. 

“If this does not work, about 500 
supporters of the NPSR will form 
a human chain on August 6 
between Ketovaya and 
Desantnaya bays to prevent the 
Americans from landing,” he said. 

He added that small boats were 
expected to float in the bays to 
block US ships front nearing the 
coasL

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bay lunch-box brigade brings workers meals

h.£2i 4BAY “ H 1 ** hour descends on this 

mid commercial city, and the archaic hustle 
Begins. 

A thousand men jxjur in from the old British 
tram stations, all shouldering the same shiny 
cargo and all wearing the same frantic stare. 

They glance at their watches, mount their bikes 
and disperse into the traffic and heat 

Mimics later, in an air-conditioned office, 
Kajesh Son takes his delivery: a six-course lunch, 
spirited from die suburbs so carefully ifa a i his 
favorite Indian foods, dal and chapati, still glow 

with the warmth of home. 

“I only eat home-cooked food,” says Son, 34, 
sighing. “Food cooked by my wife.” The man 
who^ has made this possible — die man who met 
Son’s wife at her door at exactly 8:45 a.m^ cra¬ 
dled the lunch through the chaos of the Bombay 
trams and handed it off to another courier, who 
pedaled it across the city and into the diamond 
grader’s hands at exactly 12:45 p.m. — considers 
the money he has earned for his efforts: About 12 
cents. 

“It’s hard work,” says Vitthal Dhra, 40, a 
sinewy father of two. 

“But I couldn't get this job in the village.” 

Dhra is known as a “dabba wallah," one of die 
legion of mostly illiterate, mostly village-bom 
men who scratch out a life by toting hot, home- 
cooked lunches from Bombay’s sprawling sub¬ 
urbs to middle-class office workers downtown for 
a few rupees a day. The dabbawallahs are one of 
Bombay's oldest and quirkiest institutions, sus¬ 
tained by a ceaseless stream of cheap labor, one 
of the world's most extensive commuter train net¬ 
works and the historical willingness of Indian 
wives to stay home and cook. 

Today, as this urban area of 15 miUion crashes 
into the modem age, the dabba wallahs are feeling 
left behind. More women work outside the home 


and don’t have time to cook. Fast-food joints are 
popping up between the office buddings. As busi¬ 
nesses toughen themselves for Western competi¬ 
tion, fewer employees have the time to dig into 
multi-course lunches. 

Many of Bombay’s dabba wallahs say their ser¬ 
vices are needed less and less, no matter how fast 
they pedal. 

And still the prospective “wallahs” arrive, pour¬ 
ing out of India’s impoverished villages into a 
labor pool so large that dabbawallahs must 
always fend off new competitors scouring their 
neighbortioods for clients. 

At Bay Bites, a sandwich stand squeezed 
between Bombay’s modern office buildings and 
the'Arabian Sea, some doubt whether the dab¬ 
ba wallahs will last into the next century. 

“My father ate a hot lunch cooked at home 
every day for 40 years,” accountant Nani 
Daruwala says between bites of a mutton burger. 
“Times have changed. Lifestyles have changed.' 
My wife works. We don’t have time." 

The term dabbawallah derives from die Hindi 
words “dabba," for die bucket-sized metal con¬ 
tainers, or tiffins, that most of them use, and “wal¬ 
lah," which means, roughly, “guy.” India’s cities 
are full of wallahs of every sort, performing 
unpleasant tasks or selling meager items for 
pathetic salaries. 

“DhobiwaUahs” do laundry by hand, usually 
for about 5 cents per piece. “Bidiwallahs” sell 
cigarettes and betel, the leaves many Indians 
like to chew as a stimulant. “Dodhwallahs” 
deliver milk. 

The dabbawallahs, who number between 
1,000 and 5,000, are exclusive to Bombay, 
India’s commercial center. They grew up 
around the city’s extensive commuter train net¬ 
work, begun by the British in the 19th century, 
which ferries 5J5 million people a day to and 
from their jobs. 

The collection and distribution of the tiffins 
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Bab an Iyerkar, 35, says he’ll do this job as 
long as Iris body will let him -and as long as 
there are people who want their lunches 
delivered hot. (Los Angeles Times} 

each day is a miracle of timing and organization 
performed by a work force that cannot read or 
write. 

“I’ve been having my lunch brought from home 
for 13 years, and I think they’ve failed to bring it 


on time maybe three times,” says Dominic 
D'Souza,& clerk in a Bombay textile firm- 

THE sky is still pink over Bombay when Baban 
Iyerkar checks die air in his tires before starting 
on his way. Iyerkar lives in a tin hut with eight 
other people in an encampment called Kutir 
Sangam, which nudges one of Bombay's nicer 
neighborhoods- Kutir Sangam smells of filth and 
closeness, its 3.000 settlers working and living in 
pools of muddy water that remain for days after 
the rains. 

Iyerkar. 35, in white flapping pajamas and 
Nehru cap, pedals his bulky, blade bicycle for 25 
minutes before coming to.his first pickup. 

It is 7:45 a.m. — he is right on time. Pallu 
Madhavlal comes to the door, tiffin in hand. 

Iyerkar hooks die tiffin onto his bike and begins 
pedaling to his next stop 10 minutes away. There 
be meets Jyoti Desai, who hands him a tiffin full 
of the Indian culinary pillars: rice, cabbage, cha¬ 
pati and dal. She has prepared the feast for her 
daughter, Yibha, a bank clerk. 

And so Iyerkar continues, pedaling and collect¬ 
ing, for die next three hours, riding nearly 10 
mites, gathering 30 tiffins in all, until he reaches 
the Santa Cruz station just in time to make the 
10:34 &.m. train to downtown. 

In the minutes before the train comes, Iyerkar 
parks his bike and puts bis 30-pound load onto a 
wooden pallet. The train arrives; stopping for 10 
seconds, long enough far Iyerkar to shove himself 
and his cargo past the crush of riders and into a 
can 

The 40-minute ride imo Churchgate Station 
provides Iyerkar one of his few respites from a 
day of nearly ceaseless work. Yet, like many dab¬ 
bawallahs interviewed for this story, he com¬ 
plains only when prodded. 

Like other dabbawallahs, he is part of a team— 
his has 22 members - that has divided up most of 
the suburbs of Bombay. On the train ride, dab¬ 


bawallahs are leaping on and off at every stop. 

The crucial - and most esoteric - port of his day 
comes when he arrives, at 11:15 a.m., at 
Churchgate Station in downtown Bombay. Each 
morning, and almost at once, hundreds of dab¬ 
bawallahs converge at the city's 96 train stations 

and split up into their teams. 

Just as Iyerkar collects his tiffins in a certain 
suburb, so he is assigned to deliver tiffins to a 
specific section of downtown Bombay. 

When die teams converge, they swap their 
tiffins according to the color codes atop each 
lunch box. 

Once understood, the symbols tell the wallahs 
everything they need to know: where the tiffin 
should be picked up, whether and to whom it 
should be handed off and where it should be 
delivered. 

Loaded with his final batch of tiffins, Iyerkar 
mounts his second bicycle, stored at Churchgate. 
and pedals into the steaming Bombay traffic. By 
12:30 p.nu he has delivered most of his lunches, 
some m insulated tiffins to ensure that they ore 
warm on delivery. 

For his efforts, be receives the equivalent of 
about $3.75 a month per customer. With 30 pay¬ 
ing customers, that means he is bringing home 
just over $2850 a week. That’s the limit, Iyerkar 
says: Any more customers and he wouldn’t be 
able to deliver on time. 

At 1:30, Iyerkar is up again, collecting his 
tiffins, hooking them to his bike to begin the rou¬ 
tine in reverse. He will cycle back to the train, 
ride it to Santa Cruz, pedal the 10-mile loop, 
dropping off each tiffin at the house of its owner. 
He will finish, he hopes, by 6 p.m. 

Lifting himself onto his bike, Iyerkar says he'll 
do ibis job as long his body will let him - and as 
long as there are people who want their lunches 
delivered hot. 

“When I’m too old. I’ll go back to my village 
and work the fields." (Los Angeles Times)

The concerto’s second movement 
was most memorable in a delight¬ 
ful performance full of joie de 
vivre. 

The concerto was sandwiched 
between two Beethoven sym¬ 
phonies. each played with electri¬ 
fying sincerity by Zubin Mehta and 
the IPO. Playing a different 
Beethoven program nightly in this 
end-of-season mini-festival, which 
encompasses the composer's nine 
symphonies, five piano concern 
and the violin concerto, is some¬ 
thing only Mehta can pull off in 
such an invigorating manner. 

More than 25 years ago Mehta 
played Beethoven's Seventh 
Symphony with the IPO and 
recorded it for Decca. It was a per¬ 
formance full of energetic drive 
and youthful determination. Now 
the conductor is more mature, and 
gave a more refined and personal 
reading of the score in which the 
immediate transition from the first 
to the second movement was most 
intriguing. The Second Symphony 
was just as exciting, and show¬ 
cased a much younger Beethoven 
in a more classic mode. Altogether 
the combination of Mehta, Pires 
and the IPO playing Beethoven is a 
winning one, and this festival 
promises to be one of the highlights 
of the season.

R oots Afrika has a prophecy: 
“Peace, love and unity will 
ultimaiely prevail to bring 
all of mankind together as one.” 

This might seem a bold state¬ 
ment for band founder Adrian 
Djoman, fee Ivory Coast-bom 
bassist who only seven years ago 
was hawking self-recorded tapes 
and performing songs on the 
crowded streets of Jerusalem. But 
such optimism is typical of his 
seven-member band. 

Jamaican-bom Derick Rose is 
the band’s inspiration and instru¬ 
mental focus. At 45, the rhythm 
guitarist and vocalist brings with 
him a vast amount of experience 
Four years ago, Rose moved to 
Israel and settled in an isolated 
tent in the hills outside of 
Jerusalem. During that year, he 
wrote most of the lyrics and music 
on fee band’s current album Rise 
Ok Israel. ' 

According to Rose, reggae 
music stands for peace, truth and 
justice. “Reggae is simple music 
that can touch a person's soul and 
influence fee way he acts in this 
world." Rose quotes Bob Mariey’s 
lyrics (xi injustice - “Until the 
color of a man’s skin is of no more 
significance than the color of his 
eyes, me say war" - and, making a 
reference to fee Bible, says; “We 
come from one tree, we should be 
as one." 

As for the music. Roots Afrika 
believes that most reggae per¬ 
formed today is “watered down" - 
lacking both spirituality and pur¬ 


pose. By contrast, Djoman says, 
his band “plays live reggae 
straight from fee earth, with mean¬ 
ing." 

The group, like virtually all reg¬ 
gae acts, is inspired by Bob 
Mariey and covers a number of his 
songs. Outside of feat. Ross says, 
“I listen to my heart," for inspira¬ 
tion. 

His heart (ells him that racism 
and injustice are diseases which 
are infecting society, and his lyrics 
encourage hope for a better tomor¬ 
row. Although Rose doesn't con¬ 
sider himself a religious man, he 
recognizes God as “an infinite 
power beyond human understand¬ 
ing." 

Rose is supported by a talented 
cast of cross-cultural musicians. 
Lead vocalist Emanuel Yetday is 
of Ethiopian descent and was bom 
in Israel. Trumpeter Ayal Yehiely, 
lead guitarist Assaf Ayalon, drum¬ 
mer Yossi Levi and keyboardist* 
Shai Prosh are all sabras. 

Having played throughout the 
country, drummer Levi says the 
band has a marked preference for 
Jerusalem gigs. “This city has a lot 
of character, and so do fee people. 
Those living in Jerusalem are 
more spiritual and a bit more 
relaxed." 

As resident Israelis, it’s not sur¬ 
prising feat Roots Afrika often 
sings in Hebrew. Indeed, Djoman 
promises feat fee band’s next disc 
will be entiibly in Hebrew.

Built upon a patchwork of lyrics 
from one of American music's 
legends and music from two of 
his scattered seeds, fee resultant 
songs are a seamless blend feat 
effortlessly traverses fee 50-year 
gap between the tune when fee 
song was begun and when it was 
finally finished and recorded. 

A dust-bowl troubadour and 
card-carrying unionist. Woody 
Guthrie and his plaintive folk 
songs and fervent protest anthems 
touched generations of artists, 
from Bob Dylan to Bruce 
Springsteen to the perpetrators of 
Mermaid Avenue, Billy Bra gg and 
W3co. 

The concept for die disc was 
simple, but full of possible pit¬ 
falls. Guthrie’s daughter, Nora, 
was curator for hundreds of 
poems and lyrics her father had 
written but never set to music. 
Three years ago, she entrusted 
them to British folk iconoclast

Bragg, who then enlisted fee help 
of American ragged country-rock¬ 
ers Wilco. 

Together, they could have tried 
to imitate Guthrie’s stark sound or 
tried to doll up the lyrics with 
1990s gloss. Instead, they were 
confident enough to rely on their 
own formidable interpretive tal¬ 
ents, already generously dis¬ 
played on Bragg’s long-ranging 
solo career and Wiico’s masterful 
1996 opus Being There. 

Mermaid Avenue , named after 
the Brooklyn street where Guthrie 
lived when he wrote most of fee 
lyrics, is a true collaboration 
between three complementary 


artists. 

Bragg and fee Wilco songwril- 
ing team of Jeff Tweedy and Jay 
Bennett treat Guthrie's lyrics wife 
reverence, but aren’t afraid to 
play around with them. Acoustic 
folk songs stand proudly next to 
barroom honky-tonks, which con¬ 
trast wife fee loping, creaky amal¬ 
gam of folk, rock and country on 
the rest of fee disc. 

Guthrie’s lyrics are astounding 
in their scope and predate much 
of what later came to be called 
rock ’n' roll. The inspiring Joe 
Hill unionizing songs are only 
one facet of his interests. 

Bragg and Wilco tackle a few 


introspective pieces that Bragg 
cleverly points out in the liner 
notes make Guthrie a prime can¬ 
didate as the first in a long line of 
singer-songwriters. And on the 
nonsensical “Hoodoo Voodoo,” 
Guthrie made it safe for Little 
Richard to think about “Be Bop a 
Lu La.” 

Bragg and Wilco caress fee 
lyrics wife some of fee prettiest, 
rockingest and timeless melodies 
of their careers. Carefully 
thought-out touches like a pedal 
■ steel here, or a harmony vocal 
. feere,-<are used like small strokes ^ 
on "a stark landscape', embellish-' 
ing fee intentional overall raw¬ 
ness of the material. 

It sounds like a family album 
come to life. Natalie Merchant 
helps out with harmonies on 
“Way Over Yonder in the Minor 
Key," a stunning duet wife Bragg. 

Bragg and Tweedy trade off 
lines, songwriting credits and 
instruments, much in the way The 
Band and Bob Dylan did while 
recording in a basement in 1967, 
which resulted in The Basement 
Tapes. 

There are no high points; it's all 
a high point But it really comes 
together on fee final track, “The 
Unwelcome Guest" 

One of Guthrie's most affecting 
narratives on the theme of work¬ 
ingman versus the bossman is 
given a simple country ballad 
treatment by fee band. On the third 
verse. Tweedy’s high harmonies 
join Bragg’s vocals and gradually 
on successive verses, increase in 
conviction as they sing to the audi¬ 
ence, each other and to Guthrie. 

A circle is formed - fee angry 
leftist Brit and fee scruffy cowboy 
punk discovering they’re joined 
across 50 years by fee original 
troubadour's words feat still ring 
true.

Piamenta - an Israeli discovered 
in Tel Aviv by jazz great Stan Getz 
- does resemble fee Grateful 
Dead’s late guitarist Jerry Garcia. 

He’s an Orthodox Jew, but not 
actually a rabbi. And he’s Sephardi, 
not Hassidic. For the 22 years he’s 
been in New York, Piamenta's 
mainly been a headliner at Jewish 
weddings. Now, at 46, he’s making 
the crossover from what some 
music writers have called Hassidic 
rock to a hard-driving rock *□ roll 
that could win him new listeners. 

“His taste in music is an original 
sound,” says twenty-something fan 
Elliot Katz of Lawrence. N.Y_ who 
had caught Piamenta at weddings 
and was one of about 300 people in 
the Tramps audience. “This is 
Jewish music with a different 
sound, like classic rock." 

“Being original is a goal," agrees 
Piamenta, who’s got a graying 
Brillo-pad orgy of a beard, and 
wire-rimmed glasses. He wears a 
multi-colored yaimulke and at his 
waist hang fee traditional fringes 
worn by Orthodox men. 

Expanding his audience beyond 
Orthodox Jews is another goal for 
fee man recently crowned “the 
greatest ultra-Orthodox rock gui¬ 
tarist in the world" by fee Jewish 
Forward. A father of six, Piamenta 
not only rocks but plays klezmer. 
blues, jazz and fusion.. 

He grew up in a secular home 
and learned guitar from fee radio. 
Even today Ire doesn't read music. 

“1 grew up on Jimi Hendrix. I 
grew up on Oriental music. I grew 
up on Arabic music from the 
Beduin village," says Piamenta in 
his living room. “Hendrix is for me 
fee classiest guitar player in this 
century. ... If you were no* influ¬ 
enced by him, then you’re influ¬ 
enced by people who were influ¬ 
enced by him." 

Other influences? Piamenta toss¬ 
es in Led Zeppelin, The Beaties, 
Weather Report and B.B. King. 

His career leaped beyond his 


album, although it was never 
released because of technical and 
artistic problems. 

“My first half year in America 
was from fee top of fee American 
dream,” Piamenta says, his eyes 
lighting like sparklers. “To an 
anonymous poor musician in 
Israel, this was like in the fairy 
tales." 

Piamenta returned to Israel in 
1977 on tour wife Getz. The next 
year, he came back to New York, 
toured wife Getz and at the end of 
the tour Piamenta turned to 
Orthodoxy. 

The decadence of life as a road 
musician pushed him toward a reli¬ 
gious life, he says. In music, too, “I 
started to be a Hassidic musician." 
he says, and made himself the Guy 
Lombardo of Jewish weddings. 

He recorded five albums of 
Jewish tunes, some 500 years old. 
But always, the rock was rolling 
around Piamenta's soul. 

“The music feat gets me closer to 
God is the best music. If there’s 
music that calls for hare, feat's not 
fee music for God," Piamenta says. 
“Music that melts fee heart is good 
music.” 

Piamenta’s heart-melting music 
- not licks but full-jawed chomps 
that he coaxes from his Fender 
Stratocaster - hit mainstream New 
York in 1994 in concerts at the 
Manhattan clubs Wetlands and the 
Knitting Factory. 

That, says Piamenta. “put me on 
fee map of secular New York." 

New York Times critic Jon Pareles 
wrote of Piamenta's second pop 
concert, “His notes took mi bluesy 
bends ... He added fuzz-tone and 
cuctain, playing broad scales amid 
syncopation like Carlos Santana." 

This year, Piamenta has hired a 
publicist, and no longer has to 
paste posters on light poles wife 
his sons in tow to advertise his 
concerts. 

Now he's working on a US tour 
for 1999 and a world tour to follow.

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Religion and unity 


I t is not what was said, but who said iL 
Education Minister Yitzhak Levy stunned 
the audience at Kibbutz Kfar Blum recendy 
by speaking out against religious legislation. To 
most, the National Religious Parly's new leader 
symbolized its steady movement rightward - 
both on the peace process and in terms of influ¬ 
ence by outside rabbis, such as Levy's own 
mentor. Rabbi Mordechai Eliahu. The question 
is whether Levy’s speech means that the NRP 
will begin to play an active role in reshaping the 
relationship between religion and state, or 
whether the aim will be to salvage as much of 
the status quo as possible. 

According to Levy, “The subject of Shabbat is 
decided already... Stores and malls are open, 
and only the matter of public transportation 
remains. 

“My heart aches when [bread] is sold on 
Pessah. but it must not be legislated [against]. 
Whoever wants to eat pork - let him eat. There 
is no place here for the establishment's involve¬ 
ment.'' As revolutionary as this statement is. 
Levy expressed an even more far-reaching sen¬ 
timent on a follow-up interview with YeJiot 
Aharonoi: “We admit that religious legislation 
is an affront to religion in the eyes of the .secu¬ 
lar, and it is about time to develop a different 
way.” In other words, it is not just a matter of 
recognizing that religious legislation has eroded 
over time, but that it has been counterproductive 
toward its own cause: promoting religion. 

Even secular rights activists, such as Oman 
Yekutieli of Am Hofshi. did not hide their 
enthusiasm for Levy’s remarks, saying that the 
minister could be the bridge between secular 
and haredi worlds and the catalyst to finding a 
way to live together. But Levy still tries to draw 
a line between personal behavior and matters of 
persona! status - such as marriage, divorce and 
conversion. Here he seems unwilling to follow 
the full implications of his own statements. The 
personal-status issues. Levy argues, must be 
regulated by the religious establishment, 
because they concern not just individuals but 
“future generations.” The question remains 
whether, even in this area, the existing system 
has not done more to undermine religion in 

society than to preserve iL 
In 1975. for example, over 28.000 Jews were 
married by the Rabbinate. Twenty years later, 
the Jewish population had grown by 50 percent, 
while the number of marriages through the 
Rabbinate actually dropped to under 27.000. 
There is no way around these figures: The reli¬ 
gious establishment has failed the institution of 
marriage in Israel. The fact that Israelis are get¬ 


ting married later in life may account for some 
of the gap. but mainly it is the thousands who 
choose a civil marriage abroad, or not getting 
married at all, over going through ihe 
Rabbinate. 

Even if the Rabbinate reacted to Israelis vot¬ 
ing with their feet on the issue of marriage, this 
would still not address other serious situations, 
such as the inability of “mixed” couples to 
marry in Israel. MK Roman Bronfman (Yisrael 
Ba’aliya) has introduced a bill to eliminate this 
problem by allowing civil marriage for such 
couples, which are particularly prevalent among 
Russian immigrants. A more sweeping bill, 
introduced by MKs Dedi Zucker (Meretz.K Ran 
Cohen ('Labor), and others, would open civil 
marriage to everyone and provide for Orthodox, 
Conservative, or Reform rabbis to perform reli¬ 
gious marriages. Though this might be regarded 
as a radical change from the status quo. it 
should not be dismissed as hostile ro the cause 
of religion in Israel. 

Though Levy is only willing to admit that 
religious legislation is counterproductive 
regarding personal observance, such as Shabbat 
and kashruL there is strong argument that the 
same logic applies to marriage and conversion. 
There is no denying the danger that, through 
differing approaches towards marriage and 
conversion, the Jewish people will split into 
different groups whose members cannot marry 
each other, or who do not regard one another as 
Jews. The question is whether this problem can 
or should be addressed by continuing the exist¬ 
ing legislated monopoly of the Orthodox Chief 
Rabbinate. 

The problem of differing Jewish streams not 
recognizing each other is certainly not a new 
one - it is discussed in the Talmud in the context 
of the bitter disputes between the houses of 
Hillel and Shammai. Though the Talmud reports 
different versions of how this conflict was 
resolved, one version was that it was not - but 
each side recoenized “intermarriages” with the 
other for the sake of the unity of the Jewish peo¬ 
ple. Perhaps the greatest harm caused by the 
existing mixture of state and religion is that it 
has sapped the shared sense of destiny that is 
necessary to forge workable compromises 
between the major Jewish streams. The other 
great harm, from a religious perspective, is that 
the institutionalization of Judaism within the 
state has been at the expense of its place within 
Israeli society. This is the harm that Yitzhak 
Levy should recognize more comprehensively, 
and should be recognized by the haredi parties 
as well.

SPIKE’S SPLEEN 

Sir, - While Spike Lee’s film- 
making is maturing, his rhetoric 
and spleen, as shown in the inter- 
\iew “Spike’s gotta have it” 
{Time Out , July 24) are pitifully 
undeveloped. 

We. who understood the horri¬ 
fying parallel between the 1930s 
in Germany and the 1950s in 
America joined the US Civil 
Rights Movement. We, who put 
our lives on the line so that 
American blacks would not con¬ 
tinue to suffer the humiliation 
German Jews had been subjected 
to (pre-Holocausl) are appalled 
and offended by Lee's continu¬ 
ous whining and anti-Jewish 
jibes. 

Lee's documentary was good — 
but not good enough. The Long 
Journey Home's message is sus¬ 
tained by the power of its script 
and visuals. The indictment of 
those who actively and tacitly 
permitted the suffering of the sur¬ 
vivors is eloquently presented, 
without the SLurm and drang of 
Lee's often heavy-handed mes¬ 
sages. The better film won. It’s as 
simple as that. 

When Spike Lee gets off his 
buns - heavily padded with capi¬ 
talist dollars - and marches for 
the protection of Jewish children 
in Argentina or black children in 
Rwanda and Angola, I’ll begin to 
have more respect for him. 

Meanwhile, Lee remains a 41 
year-old juvenile, delinquent in 
his debt to blacks and Jews who 
paved the way for him.

Sir, -Gad Yaacobi (‘"Peace and the 
economy,” July 15) adds his voice to 
the near mantra-like chorus of those 
urging Israel’s government to move 
forward in the peace process for the 
sake of economic interests. 

What is especially troubling 
about this constant refrain is the 
implication that the Israeli people 
need an economic incentive to 
make peace or the notion that 
greater foreign investment and 
increased Israeli exports can 
somehow provide an antidote to 
the dangers arising out of a poorly 
crafted peace agreement. 

Israelis of all political stripes fer¬ 
vently pray for the day when moth¬ 
ers and fathers no longer need to 
spend countless sleepless nights 
worrying about their sons serving 
on the borders. All Israelis desper¬ 
ately yearn for an end to the heart- 
wrenching scenes of parents bury¬ 
ing their young sons killed in battle. 
And there is nobody in Israel who 
would not gladly welcome a time 
when normal family life is no longer 
constantly disrupted by the require¬ 
ments of annual reserve duty. 

Indeed, far from needing an eco¬ 
nomic motivation for achieving 
peace, Israelis on the Right of the 
political spectrum would be as 
ready as their counterparts on the 
Left to experience a drop in their 
economic motivation for achiev¬ 
ing peace, Israelis on the right 


wing of the political spectrum 
would be as ready as their coun¬ 
terparts on on the left wing to 
experience a drop in their econom¬ 
ic standing in return for real peace. 

Furthermore, it should be under¬ 
stood that the economic benefits 
which might result from a peace 
agreement between Israel were 
left hostage to constant threats of 
renewed violence from Arab lead¬ 
ers whenever they found some¬ 
thing not ro their liking. Witness 
the warnings from Hosni Mubarak 
on July 14 about Israel’s possible 
destruction (no less) if the peace 
process continues to stall. 

Real peace, if it can actually be 
achieved, is a nearly supreme 
value, infinitely greater than a 
higher GNP. But the dangers aris¬ 
ing out of a peace agreement into 
which Israel is pushed by outside 
pressure and threats of violence, 
which reduces Israel’s ability to 
act independently and increases 
her vulnerability, can in no way by 
mitigated by short-term economic 
gains. Therefore, contrary to Mr. 
Yaacobi's conclusion. Israel's 
government would be acting most 
recklessly if it allowed existential 
decisions concerning the peace 
process to be influenced by eco¬ 
nomic factors or considerations.

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A party at work 


L ast week extremely discor¬ 
dant tones were heard in the 
Labor Party during an argu¬ 
ment between those willing to 
grant Prime Minister Binyamin 
Netanyahu a parliamentary “safe¬ 
ty net,” and those who refuse to 
do so in advance. Party leaders 
were sharply criticized for not 
presenting a united front and for 
revealing the differences of opin¬ 
ion between them. 

This dispute, however, is of a 
particular nature. The ideological 
frame of reference within the 
Labor Party is firmer than ever. 
Ail members of the Knesset’s 
largest faction believe that imple¬ 
menting the Oslo Accords and 
reaching agreement on a perma¬ 
nent settlement are the only way 
to lead Israel to security and nor¬ 
malization. 

This unity of purpose is particu¬ 
larly telling in view of the 
increased danger of missiles and 
weapons of mass destruction, 
specifically on the periphery of 
the Middle East In contrast to the 
period in which the party included 
hawks such as Amos Hadar and 
Sblorao Hillel as well as doves 
like Yossi Sand and Lova Eliav. 
the Knesset's Labor faction now 
comprises a group of people who 
are committed to withdrawal from 
the Golan Heights as part of a 
peace agreement with Syria, and 
lo a Palestinian state in Judea, 
Samaria and the Gaza Strip, in a 
peace agreement with the 
Palestinians. 

The political disagreement is no 
longer strategic, but tactical: 
Should we withdrawal unilaterally 
from Lebanon without prior 
agreement with Syria? Should a 
referendum following concessions 
on the Golan Heights be deter¬ 
mined by legislation or is it 
preferable to allow the govera- 
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meat to resolve this issue when 
tiie time comes? Would it not be 
best to inform Netanyahu, in 
advance, that the peace camp will 
not join forces with the Right in 
order to bring down his govern¬ 
ment if Netanyahu presents the 
Knesset with a proposal for imple¬ 
menting an interim agreement 
with the Palestinians? 

The 18 Knesset members who 
requested that the Labor faction

hold a meeting to discuss this last 
question did not sign a petition, 
nor did they threaten to provide a 
“safety net” independently. 

Anyone who considers the 
request for such a discussion to be 
a challenge to the party leader is 
mistaken and misleading. Today no 
one opposes Ehud Barak’s leader¬ 
ship. There is no “Barak camp” 
versus any other camp, and the 
long period in which two camps 
existed in the Labor Party is over. 

LABOR is still a party, even in the 
troubled times of a directly elect¬ 
ed prime minister, a period in 
which so much focuses on the 
candidate's personality. The party 
bolds faction meetings as well as 
meetings of the inner council and 
the central committee, and deci¬ 
sions are made at these meetings - 
even if there are arguments which 
may, on occasion, be stormy. 


The Likud Party’s institutions, 
in contrast, hold no meetings. The 
Likud convention is an enormous 
body, which meets on rare occa¬ 
sions, provides a forum for con¬ 
frontation between the various 
groups (remember Booth No. 28?) 
and then disappears. Political and 
social issues are not debated at ail. 

The Hebron Agreement, signed 
by the Likud government and the 
PLO, was not discussed by the 
parly’s central committee. In fact, 
there is no Likud Party, and 
Michael Eitan correctly defined 
this situation recently when he 
stated that the Likud has become a 
lobby for the. prime minister’s 
reelection. . 

The disagreements within the 
Likud are strategic: There are 
those who oppose Oslo vigorous¬ 
ly, such as Ze’ev (Benny) Begin, 
others like Dan Meridor have, 
under protest come to terms with 
Oslo. Some, such as Meir Sheetrit 
support the Oslo Accords. 

The challenge to Netanyahu's 
leadership of the Likud is no 
secret Benny Begin, Dan Meridor 
and David Levy ail left the gov¬ 
ernment primarily because of the 
prime minister’s personality. Dan 
Meridor has announced that he 
will not run for the next Knesset 
on a list headed by Netanyahu. 
Ariel Sharon has informed the 
press he has no faith in Netanyahu 
and that he intends to tun against 
him in the next elections. 

Is the conclusion to be drawn 
from aU this that it would be 
preferable if the Labor Party did 
not hold meetings of its institu¬ 
tions, thus concealing internal dis¬ 
agreements? Definitely not. I pre¬ 
fer serious discussion - which may 
create a sense of conflict - to 
autocracy. Nevertheless, it would 
undoubtedly be more prudent if the 
tones were a little less discordant. 


Non-binding decisions 


A ccording ro media reports, 
a committee set up by 
Justice Minister Tzahi 
Hanegbi last year to draft recom¬ 
mendations on how the attorney- 
general should be chosen and 
what his powers should be is close 
to completing its work. The com¬ 
mittee is reportedly still divided 
over the appointment procedures, 
but near-consensus exists on 
another issue: that the attomey- 
generai's legal opinions should be 
binding on the government. 

At first glance, this seems self- 
evident. The government must 
obey the law, so how can it be 
allowed to ignore its attorney-gen¬ 
eral's ruling that a particular 
action is illegal? 

There are two problems with 
this position, however. The first, 
and most basic, is that only the 
courts should be able to issue 
binding legal rulings. The reason 
for this is that legal issues are 
rarely clear-cut. Lawyers, judges 
and scholars frequently disagree 
over how a law applies to a partic¬ 
ular circumstance. 

While the court system is far 
from infallible, its multi-layered 
system of appeals and. at the high¬ 
er levels, its multi-judge panels 
help to ensure that the final ruling 
is a synthesis of several jurists' 
thought, rather than the decision 
of a single individual. 

One of the most fundamental 
rights enjoyed by citizens of a 
democracy is therefore the right to 
reject their lawyer's advice and test 
their own - or another lawyer's - 
interpretation of the law in court. 

Why, then, should the govern¬ 
ment be denied this right? There is 
no danger that letting the govern¬ 
ment ignore the attorney-general’s 
rulings would enable it to break 
the law, since anyone can chal¬ 
lenge state actions in the High 
Court of Justice - and several 
politicians and good-government 
groups would certainly do so. 

And attorneys-general, like all 
human beings, occasionally make 
mistakes. There is, however, 
another reason why an attorney- 
general's opinion should not be 
binding on tire government: the 
fact that such opinions often have 
more to do with ethics and policy 
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than with law. To subordinate the 
government to a lawyer's legal 
opinion is bad enough, but to 
make it subservient to his judg¬ 
ments on policy and morality is 
intolerable. 

PERHAPS one of the best exam¬ 
ples of this is then attorney-gener¬ 
al Yosef Harish's ruling, in August

1993, that prime minister Yitzhak 
Rabin must fire Shas leader Aryeh 
Deri as interior minister, because 
of Harish’s decision to indict Deri 
for corruption. 

At the time, there was no applic¬ 
able law relating to when an 
indicted minister must resign, but 
the Knesset’s opinion seemed evi¬ 
dent from a recently passed law 
due to take effect after the next 
elections - which required a min¬ 
ister to resign after being convict¬ 
ed. The well-known legal princi¬ 
ple that a man is considered inno¬ 
cent until proven guilty could also 
have been brought in Deri’s favor. 

Nevertheless, Harish ruled that 
Deri must go - not because any 
law required it, but because this 
was the appropriate norm, accord¬ 
ing to fundamental principles of 
justice and government. 

In short, Harish was issuing a 
normative opinion on what consti¬ 
tuted proper governmental ethics, 
rather than a legal ruling. 

In this case, the High Court 
sided with Harish, so the govern¬ 
ment's right to challenge the attor¬ 
ney-general did not avail it. Yet 
the fact that this was not a clear- 
cut issue - and that the govern¬ 
ment’s view was also not unrea¬ 
sonable - became evident when 


attorney-general Michael Ben- 
Yair used the some argument to 
forbid Rafael Eitan to serve as 
police mini ster following the 1996 
elections. Eitan was fully acquit¬ 
ted months later, but by then the 
position was closed. The net result 
of the attorney-general's moral 
jud gm ent, therefore, was to pun¬ 
ish an innoefent man. 

Attorne'ys-general have also 
become increasingly involved in 
policy. A good example was Ben- 
Yair’s 1994 decision to forbid a 
coalition agreement between 
Labor and Shas. 

The agreement stated that if the 
religious status quo were violated, 
the two sides would pass legisla¬ 
tion to restore it This is a classic 
policy trade-off of the sort all 
politicians must make: Rabin sac¬ 
rificed an issue he deemed less 
important - the religious status 
quo - to ensure Shas’s support for 
his major policy initiative: the 
peace process. 

Here, too, there was nothing in 
the law that would make such a 
trade-off illegal. The main argu¬ 
ment raised by the agreement’s 
detractors was that the government 
was abdicating its responsibility to 
weigh every legislative proposal 
on its merits — a dubious argument* 
since coalition agreements are not 
legally binding, and therefore the 
government could not be forced to 
support a bill it disliked. 

Indeed Ben-Yair did not say the 
agreement was illegal — he merely 
said it was inappropriate, and not 
to be acted on. Yet this is precise¬ 
ly the sort of policy decision gov¬ 
ernments are elected to make. Had 

Labor’s constituents considered 
this trade-off inappropriate, there 
were numerous ways for them to 
make their opinions felt - letters, 
demonstrations or, ultimately, the 
ballot box. Why should’ an 
unelected civil servant make such 

judgments in place of the elected 
government?

survive the 35- 
year gestation 
of the British 
Library that 
opened last 
month. Israeli 
librarians can 
only dream of a 
similar reader- 
friendly 

bonanza, writes 

Esther Hecht 


W hen Mary Jane Long set 
out to design a new 
home for lhe~12 million 
volumes of the British Museum 
Library, she thought first about the 
people who would be reading 
them. 

What she came up with is a 
reader-friendly library that offers, 
among other things, waist-high 
doors with latches that open with a 
nudge of the elbow - a must for 
someone walking through a read¬ 
ing room carrying an armload of 
books. 

The queen opened the British 
Library on June 27. 

The 35-year project was so vast 
tmore than half of the planned 
200,000 square meters have been 
built) that keeping the reader in 
mind was a struggle. Long said. 
How she and her architect hus¬ 
band, Colin ("Sandy") St. John 
Wilson, did so was the subject of 
her presentation to the fourth bien¬ 
nial Jerusalem Seminar on 
Architecture last month. The 
international event was sponsored 
by Yad Hanadiv (the Rothschild 
Foundation). 

The seminar, entitled "Megaform 
as Urban Landscape." focused on 
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Fellow architects and husband and wife Colin Su John Wilson 
and Mary Jane Long in the entrance hall of their joint project, 
the British Library (Gerhard Sirombergt 


in designing the new British Library, Long and Wilson kept in mind its neighbors on Euston Street, including the neo-Gothic Saint 


Pancras Station.

What is left for architects and 
planners to do then, said seminar 
chairman Kenneth Framplon, is 
design single, unrelated structures 
that can, at most, transform their 
immediate surroundings. 

One way to do this is to con¬ 
ceive of a large institutional build¬ 
ing, like the British Library, as a 
megaform - a horizontal structure, 
closely connected to the ground, 
that becomes part of the city’s 
topography. 

But an architect focusing on 
structure should not forget the 
people who will eventually inhab¬ 
it the building they design. Long 
said. 

“For a megaform to work, the 
view of the individual is impor¬ 
tant. In a library, you have to try' to 
make a place for everybody, if you 
do that, you have a big building 
that doesn't put people down.” 

As a result. Long and her hus¬ 
band planned the British Library 
from the inside oul 

First, Long refused to succumb 
to die prevailing belief, especially 
among librarians, that in the name 
of flexibility all spaces should be 
anonymous, potentially inter¬ 
changeable, and preferably with¬ 
out daylighL 

Instead, Long suited design to 
function, especially in the library - 's 
entrance and the main reading 
room. Thus, a reader entering the 
building immediately sees the 
main destinations and needn't rely 
on directional signs. 

In the design of the large reading 
rooms,-, too, the reader became the 
focus. 

The final result did not resemble 
at all the. famous domed reading 


His Study, by the 15th-century 
Venetian artist Amonello da 
Messina. 

The painting shows St. Jerome, 
who translated the Bible into Latin 
and was one of the most learned of 
the church fathers, at work in 
Bethlehem. He is seated on a com¬ 
fortable chair at a desk in a niche. 
The niche is in a large hall, and 
through the windows one can see a 
rolling rural landscape. 

The painting conveys an image 
of quiet concentration along with 
the option of a release - looking 
up from the page to take in a view. 

“But you couldn't give 3,000 
readers individual cubicles; you 
would end up with a rabbit war¬ 
ren,” she said. 

Daylight was also important so 
that readers could be aware of the 
changing of the seasons, but desk- 
level windows were out because 
direct ultravioler light damages 
old manuscripts. The solution was 
natural light from high windows. 

Long also recognized that each 
reader” has different needs with 
regard to space and the degree of 
quieL 

A series of terraces gives readers 
the choice of sitting with their 
backs against a wall on an upper 
level or below on a terrace with a 
ceiling over their heads. 

To overcome the acoustic prob¬ 
lem of the old reading room that 
was generated by having the ser¬ 
vice counters in the reading 
room's center. Long put the ser¬ 
vice desks under the terraces. 

And, fertile most part, she chose 
natural materials, “because they 
feel right and they survive kicking 

over many years." 

The tortuously long gestation of 
the British Library was an acute 
example of any building funded

bv public money, as well as a 
function of British organization, 
said the American-born Long. 

When the French set oul to 
replace the Biblioiheque 
Nationale, they set aside the 
money with the intention of build- 

P 

ing as quickly as possible, she 
said. 

But in Britain, the money came 
out of the operating budget for 
culture, forcing the library to com¬ 
pete with dance companies each 
year for funds. 

The conception and site of the 
library changed, too. 

According to the first scheme, it 
was to have replaced only the 
British Museum Library, housed 
in 16 locations around the city. 
The decision to add the Library of 
Science and Patents doubled the 
size of the project and required a 
redesign, especially since readers 
tend to use the two libraries in 
very different ways: Those who 
use the latter tend to pop in. look 
up something quickly and leave, 
while users of the former tend to 
sit in the library from morning to 
nighL 

Then the location was changed 
to its current site, on Euston Street 
opposite neo-Gothic Sl Pancras 
Station, and yet another redesign 
was necessary. 

Long started working on the 
library in 1966 when she joined 
Wilson's office, which had 
received the commission. 
Hundreds of junior architects were 
involved over the decades. Only in 
retrospect did she realize that she 
and Wilson had kept the project 
alive by switching roles. 

“In the beginning, the scheme of 
the building came from me,” Long 
said. 

“Then I became involved in the 
practical end. We preserved Sandy 
as the person who wasn’t involved 
in the politics of the changing 
brief. His optimism remained 
unshaken. It kepi us going. If all of 
us had been buried in the daily 
sraff. it would have been easy to 
lose the thread." 

The long, slow creation of the 
building had a few bright spots 
also. It enabled the architects to 
plan every detail and to deal with 
the "eye-level view and the tactile 
experience” of the individual that 
Long believes is so important in a 
big building. 

"The opportunity to make doors, 
light fixtures and readers’ tables is 
terrific.” she said. 

Long not only considered the 
readers in her construction plan 
for the library, she also was con¬ 
siderate of the books. 

Unlike the new French library, 
which was built as a sculptural 
monument of glass towers with 
the books on top and readers on 
the bottom, the British Library 
houses its volumes underground. 
That is the safest place to put 
them. Long said, because it pro¬ 
vides the most stable conditions of 
humidity, even in the event of a 
short-term power outage. 

Next. Long tackled the problem 
of getting tire books to the readers 
in the most efficient way. Hi-tech 
was not the answer for a building 
with a life expectancy of 100 
years. 

True, book requests are con¬ 
veyed by computer, and the 


addressing system involves swip¬ 
ing the book's container and the 
designated reading room with a 
light pen. 

BUT Long investigated, and 
rejected, a variety of book-deliv¬ 
ery systems, including pneumatic 
tubes, an automated picking sys¬ 
tem, even devices like an electric 
train that could run horizontally 
and vertically. All the options 
were prohibitively cumbersome, 
expensive, or too risky because 
they were made by only one man¬ 
ufacturer. 

"We had to go back to simple 
technology, so you would know 
there would be a number of people 
who could replace or repair the 
system," Long said. 

"We've ended up with some¬ 
thing that looks like the 19th cen¬ 
tury: conveyer belts and paternos¬ 
ter elevators made of bicycle

chains and nuts and bolts.” 

Nevertheless, the British Library 
is also ultra-modern with comput¬ 
er terminals and floors that allow 
easy access to the wiring, which 
will have to be ripped out and 
replaced as electronic systems 
change. 

For all the planning and money 
(£450 million) poured into the 
British Library, and despite its life 
expectancy, it is already filled to 
capacity with books. This is a 
painful subject for Long. 

"The site we are on was chosen 
because it allowed for foreseeable 
growth for 100 years," she said. 

Unfortunately for the library, its 
construction in a neglected part of 
the city generated interest among 
developers and the government 
decided to sell the remainder of 
the site. 

Meanwhile, despite fears that 
books are going out of fashion, the 


publishing rate keeps going up in a 
parabolic curve. Long”said. 

And, as a national archive, the 
library is committed to keeping 
one copy of every book published 
in England. 

Bur what really determines the 

size of the library is the number of 

* 

people using it. and that number is 
constant, she said. 

"If you need an archive to keep a 
unique copy [of a book], you can 
put it in Yorkshire and bring it in." 

Long’s presentation in 
Jerusalem was followed intently 
by Tel Aviv architect Moshe Gil. 
His firm - Nadler. Bixon. Gil - 
has designed libraries throughout 
the country, including those of Tel 
Aviv and Ben-Gurion universities, 
and the Jewish National and 
University Library (JNUL) in 
Jerusalem. 

Gil suggested that no building, 
not even the best-planned library, 
can remain relevant for more than 
a few decades. 

“The philosophy of the building 
loses its relevance much faster 
than the material." he said. "The 
buildings keep standing, but 
sometimes you ha\e to change the 
conception." 

Conception is ihe crux of the 
problem of the JNUL. opened in 
1960 with a planned capacity of 2 
million volumes, which it has long 
since surpassed. 

Its unusual status as both a 
national repository and a university 
library, which made sense when 
the Hebrew University was estab¬ 
lished in the Twenties, is both its 
strength and its weakness. 

There are those who fear sever¬ 
ing the link with ihe university and 
opening the national library "s 
acquisitions policy to political 
influences. 

“[Yd] there is something abnor¬ 
mal about the library being a

when it comes to funding, said Dr. 
Jonathan Joel, deputy' director of 
the JNUL. 

Plans for the technological 
advancement of the library - as 
well as a new' wing or an entire 
building - have existed for a long 
lime, but have been delayed for 
budgetary reasons, Joel said. 

Some problems, like book 
capacity, seem inherent in the con¬ 
ception of a national library. In 
truth, no building will ever be 
large enough, he said, because a 
national library, as the "national 
archive of published works," 
strives, wiihin reasonable limits, 
to preserve the original publica¬ 
tions. 

“No national library is willing to 
just photograph the original, throw 
away the book, and make do with 
a CD-ROM." he said. 

The exception is periodicals and 
newspapers, which the JNUL gen¬ 
erally discards after copying them 
on microfiche. In this, as in the 
British Library's book delivery 
system, a low-tech storage system 
is the method of choice because it 
doesn't require updating as tech¬ 
nology changes. 

The JNUL's main mission is to 
acquire and preserve works that 
express or describe the cultural 
heritage and the history of the 
Jews. Palestine. Israel and the 
Israelis. 

This includes everything pub¬ 
lished in Ereiz Yisrael and Israel, 
including the territories, and in 
every language, including Arabic. 

it also encompasses everything 
published in Hebrew characters 
worldwide and everything in 
Jewish languages - including 
Lad i no, Yiddish and Judeo- 
Arabic. Biographies of Jews and 
icreative) writings by Jews - 
including letters and composers’ 
scores — are also pan of the 
JNUL's mandare. 

The library also has extensive 
collections on the Middle East, 
general history, and the history' 
and philosophy of science. 

Joel insists the no important col¬ 
lection pertaining to the library’s 
national function has been fumed 
away for lack of space. 

"If something is important we'll 
find room for it,” he said. 

But the overflow is kept in store¬ 
rooms on the Mount Scopus cam¬ 
pus and in Givat Shaul where, 
according to a report by the 
Jerusalem weekly Ko! Hair Iasi 
vear. storage conditions are far 
from optimal and rare books have 
suffered water damage. 

Meanwhile. Joel and his col¬ 
leagues can only dream of a local 
equivalent of ihe new British 
Library. 

Any national library is a visual 

icon of a nation's reverence for its 
culture and lends to inspire awe. 

But sometimes the library’s sheer 
mass and inscrutable wails evoke 
scorn as well. 

Prince Charles reportedly 
likened the new British Library 
building's angular structure, with 
its small windows and large slabs 
of unbroken wall, to "an academy 
for secret police." 

Bui Long is satisfied that her 
creation fulfills its megaform 
function successfully, perhaps 
even too well. 

"It's like a runaway horse,” she 
said, referring to development 
plans for the rest of the site and the 
pressure to complete the building, 
originally meant to be left unfin¬ 
ished so it could expand. 

The soundness of the basic 
scheme won the day, even though 
what was to have been the back of 
the library is now' the from. 'The 
basic anatomy has shown some 
resilience." she said. 

Best of all is the response of the 

individual readers who were her 
primary' concern. 

Some people had objected to 
moving the library because it 
meant giving up the historic read¬ 
ing room, where, for example, 
Karl Marx worked on Das 
Kapital. But the new main reading 
room has won them over. Long 
said. 

"We’ve had endless leners from 
old readers saying they prefer the 
new one."

They can’t deal face-to-face with men, and most work 
in fields traditionally reserved for females. But some 
Saudi Arabian women are opening their own 
businesses. Eileen Alt Powell investigates 


A blue-uniformed guard out¬ 
side the door is the last man 
you see when you enter the 
new “ladies only" shopping center 
in the Saudi Arabian capital of 
Riyadh. 

What sets Al-Multaka apart from 
other mails is not that it's for 
women as customers but that it's 
owned, managed and staffed by 
them. 

It’s one sign of a surprising trend 
in this conservative kingdom that 
has seen a growing number of 
women working outside the home. 
Some work because they need the 
money, others simply because they 
have more chances to use their edu¬ 
cation. 

Most work in fields traditionally 
reserved for women, such as edu¬ 
cation and health care, though 
some have started dabbling in 
retailing, marketing, banking and 
even industry. 

To do so. they must accommo¬ 
date strict Saudi social customs 
requiring women to be. covered in 
public' and segregated from men. 
And they have to be creative about 
travel in a country where women 
are banned from driving. 

At Al-Multaka. which was 
opened by Saudi fashion designer 
Lama Aggau. women can check 
their floor-length obaya robes and 
head scarves at the door while they 
shop with assistance from an all- 
woman sales force. 

Electricians and other repairmen 
come only at night after closing 
hours, and a lot of management 
tasks that involve dealing with men 
are accomplished by phone and 
fax. said Laura Collins, Al- 
Multaka 's general manager. 

“We have very' good relations 
with our customs clearing agents 
by phone, but we've never met 
them," said Collins, an American 
woman married to a Saudi busi¬ 
nessman. 

ECONOMISTS ESTIMATE that 
some 240,000 Saudi women are 
working and that their numbers are 
increasing annually as more 
schools, hospitals, banks and other 
institutions are opened to handle die 
kingdom's fast-growing population. 

Still, working Saudi women rep¬ 
resent just a fraction of the coun¬ 
try's estimated 14 million nation¬ 
als. In addition, some 600,000 for¬ 
eign women, most from Asian and 
African countries, are employed in 


the kingdom, often as housekeep¬ 
ers and nannies. 

“Social and family values are 
strong inhibitors to Saudi women 
working,” said Omar Bagour, an 
economics professor at King 
Abdul-Aziz University in the port 
city of Jedda. 

"Girls are not brought up to see 
work as a career," be added. “Work 
is a transitory thing, something she 
does until she marries or has chil¬ 
dren." 

A key reason is that Saudi Arabia 
adheres to the strict Wahhabi sect 
of Islam. 

Women are veiled, educated in 
segregated schools and banned 
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skirt the rules 
by using phones 

and faxes or 
networking with 
women friends 
to do market 
surveys, sell 

time-shares in 
resorts or 
arrange trade 
shows 


from socializing with men except 
close relatives.

Rida Shugairi, an official at the 
United Saudi Bank in Jedda, points 
out that women’s banking is a 
growing business. 

USB women's branches in the 
western region alone have 
increased to 11 from two in the past

“In our religion, ladies have con¬ 
trol of their own money," Shugairi 
said. 

Women's branches “offer them 
privacy” as well as stock market 
services, letters of credit for trade 
and overdraft accounts to help busi¬ 
nesswomen manage their cash flow. 

Women who want to work in 
non-traditional fields say their 
biggest problem is finding employ¬ 
ers who will hire them. 

The government - an almost 
exclusively all-male preserve - 
bans women from getting licenses 
in real estate, engineering, con¬ 
tracting .and..other .professions- 
deemed men’s work. 

But there are women working 
quietly in back offices in most of 
these fields, leaving the job of pub¬ 
lic contacts to their male col¬ 
leagues. 

Some women skirt the rales by 
using phones and faxes or network¬ 
ing with women friends to do mar¬ 
ket surveys, sell time-shares in 
resorts or arrange trade shows. 

Things are changing, if slowly, 
because Saudi women are becom¬ 
ing better educated, said Aziza 
Mane'e, a professor of education at 
King Saudi University in Riyadh. 

And despite the kingdom's oil 
wealth, “there are a lot of young 
couples who need two incomes to 
make it," sire said. 

Mane'e argues that “a big obsta¬ 
cle” to women working is then- 
inability to drive - malting them 
dependent on chauffeurs or buses 
where they must sit in the back, 
behind a partition. 

Mane’e was among 47 women 
who challenged the kingdom’s ban 
by driving through the streets of 
Riyadh in November 1990. For that 
protest, she and the other drivers 
were suspended from their jobs for 
three years. 

“We didn't get public support 
then, even from the women," 
Mane'e said. “It’s only a matter of 
time before this changes. I am sure 
of it."

for $102m. as custodian for C&W

US investment house Menill Lynch & 
Co. has sold a 4.IS percent stake in Bezeq 
Israel Telecom to HSBC Investment Bank, 
HSBC announced last nighL HSBC report¬ 
edly has agreed to sell the shares to British 
Cable & Wireless in the future. 

Merrill Lynch said it sold the shares for 
SI 02 million, but declined to name the 
buyer. However, HSBC said it has pur¬ 
chased the shares. 

Once the deal is completed, HSBC report¬ 
edly will sell the stocks to C&W in a hedg¬ 
ing transaction, which allows the telecom 


company to acquire the 31 million shares at 
some point in the future for a price of $ 3.3 
per share, which is close to Bezeq's closing 
price on Sunday on the Tel Aviv Stock 
Exchange. Under the terms of the agree¬ 
ment. C&W would not acquire the shares 
before August 20 next year. 

Earlier this year. Communications 
Minister Limor Livnat authorized C&W to 
increase its stake in Bezeq from 10.2% to 
13% . It then purchased a 2.3% stake from 
Merrill Lynch for $63m.. reflecting a price 
of NIS 12 per share t$3.30). 

At that time, Livnat also gave C&W per¬ 
mission to increase its holdings to 20 % after 


August 1999. It is therefore believed that 
HSBC acquired the shares on behalf of 
C&W. allowing the company to protect 
itself against a possible rise in the price of 
Bezeq stock, which gained some 35% since 
the beginning of the year. 

Through the transaction. Merrill Lynch 
reduces its holdings in Bezeq from 6.42% to 
2.27%. Merrill Lynch, die world’s largest equi¬ 
ties underwriter, purchased its shares of Bezeq 
a year ago as part of a deal in which it acquired 
a 12.5% stake in Bezeq from the government 
for $250m. Merrill Lynch paid an average 
price of about $ 2.6 per share, which is some 
30% lower than Bezeq's current share price. 


According to the agreement signed with 
the Government Company Authority. 
Merrill Lynch will transfer part of its profit 
to the government, which is expected to 
receive some $5m. from the recent deal. 

The investment house said last month that 
it has purchased another 0.6% of Bezeq by 
acquiring stocks on the TASE. The move 
was probably an attempt to secure the deal 
with HSBC. 

C&W also seems to be the obvious candi¬ 
date ro purchase Menill Lynch's remaining 
Bezeq holdings. This can be done directly 
after August 1999. or through HSBC or 
another company meanwhile."

Government delegation to learn Euro ropes

A team of top civil servants will 
travel in early September to 
Brussels to study the implications 
for Israel of the introduction of 
European monetary union. 
Treasury Deputy Director- 
General for International Affairs 
Dan Catarivas said yesterday. 

The group, which will include 
representatives of the Finance 
Ministry, Bank of Israel, Export 
Institute, and the Israel Securities 
Authority, will meet senior 
European officials from DG2, 


which is responsible for many of 
the European Union’s financial 
affairs. 

Catarivas. who will head the 
team, said the government's key 
role is to raise preparedness in the 
business community for the onset 
of the euro-currency, which will 
begin to come on stream on 
January 1. While funding has not 
yet been set aside for the purpose. 
Catarivas said his ministry will 
soon begin a publicity campaign 
aimed at gening the European 
message across. 

However, unlike the Eurofile 
Bank of Israel Governor Jacob 


Frenkel. Catarivas said Israel 
should not link itself directly to 
the European currency bloc, “at 
least not for the time being." 

Frenkel is urging Israel to 
become closely aligned to the 
Euro bloc, rather than those of the 
dollar or yen. Frenkel maintains 
this is the logical step for Israel, 
whose largest trading partner is 
the EU. geographically die closest 
to the Middle East of the three 
major blocs. 

Catarivas added that the domes¬ 
tic business sector is far from 
ready for the introduction of the 
euro. “Unfortunately there’s not 


enough medium- and long-term 
preparation for the launching of 
the euro." said Catarivas. The first 
sector that must be ready for the 
euro is tourism, he said. By next 
summer, the industry will have 
top begin marketing euro-denom- 
inated holiday packages for 
Christmas and the 2000 celebra¬ 
tions. 

While most of the business sec¬ 
tor may not yet be ready, the five 
major banks have been preparing 
for this process for the last two 
years, said the Treasury’s West 
European affairs coordinator, 
Marc Luban. 


Central 
bank cuts 

rate by 

0 . 3 %

The Bank of Israel's key lending 
rate will be cut by 30 basis points 
in August to 11 percent, the central 
bank announced yesterday. 

This will be the seventh consec¬ 
utive monthly cut, with interest 
rates having been cut 2.4% since 
the start of the year. Since the 
Netanyahu government came to 
power in 1996, the central bank's 
rate has been cut 6 %. 

"The decision was taken 
because of the current inflation 
environment and predictions con¬ 
cerning the influence of other fac¬ 
tors, such as real activity in the 
economy and the development of 
prices abroad," according to a 
statement from the central bank. 

The Bank of Israel said that the 
drop in rates since January has led 
to a reduction in the gap between 
Israeli and foreign interest rates. 
The bank once again warned of 
the need for caution in lowering 
interest rates, particularly in light 
of the financial uncertainty cur¬ 
rently being felt in many of ibe 
world's capital markets as a result 
of the Asian crisis. 

On the day the Central Bureau 
of Statistics published data show¬ 
ing unemployment rose to 9.3% in 
May. the central bank called for a 
reduction in the size of the public 
sector in order to allow for a 
reduction in the tax burden, while 
increasing expenditures on infra¬ 
structure. The bank also called for 
additional spending on research 
and development. 

"The steps will contribute to the 
creation of jobs also in the short 
term,” the statement read. 

Meanwhile, the bureau pub¬ 
lished a variety of statistics for 
May and June which “don’t point 
to a turnaround in economic activ-

When push comes to shove 


While push-technology companies in the Internet field have run into trouble, 
start-UD BackWeb is flourishina bv focusina its attention on the corporate enviro 


W hen Lior Hass, co¬ 
founder and chief archi¬ 
tect of start-up BackWeb 
Technologies, talks about “The 
Press," you can almost hear him 
growl. 

It's not that Hass has got any¬ 
thing against the media personally. 
It's just that it has played a part in 
tarnishing the image of the push- 
technology industry, which has 
made his job a good deal harder. 

BackWeb is one of the leading 
lights of the push-technology mar¬ 
ket Just over a year ago that was 
something to be proud of. When 
push burst onto the scene it was 
hailed as one of the most exciting' 
new technologies, die cure for all 
that ails the Internet. Six months 
on, however, as problems began to 
emerge in certain sectors of the 
industry, journalists rushed in to 
pronounce the entire technology 
dead. 

“There was Iocs of hype at the 
beginning and lots of hype at the 
end," complains Hass. 

The truth is that push technology 
is far from its death bed. In fret, 
for companies like BackWeb, it’s 
not even ill. 

In the last year BackWeb, which 
has headquarters in California arid 
Ramat Gan, has increased its staff 
to 140, opened offices across 
Europe, and signed new five- to 
six-figure deals with leading 
Fortune 1000 companies such as 
Compaq, Intel, Network 
Associates (formerly McAfee), 
and Cisco. In December 1996, the 
company’s market value was esti¬ 
mated at $60 million and since 
then sales have continued to grow 
at a healthy rate. 

“We’re doing very well," says 
Hass. “We’re in good shape, have 
plenty of money in the bank and 
our investors are happy." 

BACKWEB’S story began in 
November 1995 when it was 
founded by BRM Technologies 
with seed capital of $1.5m. and a 
staff of seven. It was a fortuitous 
start BRM had a major hand in 
the success of Checkpoint 
Software Technologies Ltd., the 
market leader in global network 
security software and a company 
which in six years has grown laig-. 
er than Koor. t / 

Initially product development 
was carried out by BRM persohnel 
and for the first six months, 
BackWeb worked out of BRM’s 
Jerusalem offices. 

After just two months, Eli 


Barkat CEO of BackWeb and one 
of BRM’s three owners, moved to 
the US where he set up the com¬ 
pany’s American operations. 

In mid 1996, Softbank Holdings 
Inc., which owns the largest high- 
tech publishing house in the 
world, invested 53m. in BackWeb, 
while in December 1996 another 
$13ra. was raised in a second 
round of private financing. The 
lead investor was GS Capital 
Partners D, an affiliate of the 
Goldman Sachs Group. Other 
investors included Trinity 
Ventures, Intel, Polaris and 
Evergreen. Even before BackWeb 
officially released the first version 
of its product in September 1996, 
it had several customers, the first 
being the Wall Street Journal. 

In the following months. 
Back Web's customer base 
increased steadily. 

Contracts followed with Lotus, 
McAfee, Diamond Multimedia, 
Expert Software and Microsoft. 

In 1997, BackWeb bought a 
Toronto-based competitor, 
Lanacom, and mined it into an 
R&D office. 

Initially BackWeb aimed at both 
the consumer (Internet) and corpo¬ 
rate (Intranet) markets, but 18 
months ago it made a strategic 
decision to focus attention on the 
corporate environment. Today 
BackWeb’s customers are almost 
exclusively from the corporate 
world. 

“It may be less sexy than the 
Internet, but we realized that the 
corporate world is where the 
money lies," says Hass. “The 
average deal is significantl y high¬ 
er in terms of income. It’s a differ¬ 
ent customer and a different sale. 
Corporations have a huge demand 


for technology that allows them to 
transfer information to their 
employees. They can’t put mfor- 
rhation on an internal Web site and 
wait for people to come to them 
because they just don’t come. 
They need to send the information 
to them." 

It proved to be a wise decision. 
By the end of last summer it was

clear that push-technology compa¬ 
nies in the Internet field were run¬ 
ning into trouble. Customers com¬ 
plained that systems were too 
slow, took too long to download 
and were too passive. 

Much of this criticism, accord¬ 
ing to Hass, was specifically about 
PointCast, the company which pio¬ 
neered the technology and which 
then focused almost exclusively 
on the consumer marker. It was 
not alone, however. Netscape and 
Microsoft had also tried to pene¬ 
trate the consumer market with 
similarly disappointing results. 

For die media, which had been 
loudly enthusing about the tech¬ 
nology, the complaints spelled a 
rapid change in direction. “The 
press had hyped up push technolo¬ 
gy so much that when these com¬ 
panies didn’t take off in the way 
they were expected to, there was a 
backlash, and the journalists 
assumed it was the end of push 
technology. It became 'in’ to write 


that push is dead," says Hass. 

What they ignored, however, 
says Hass, was that if was only one 
area of push technology that was 
suffering. In the corporate world, 
the market was developing as 
rapidly as before. 

“What the media really gets is 
the Internet," explains Hass. 
“Journalists are writing for a mass 
market Their readers understand 
die Internet because many of them 
are home users. When they see an 
Internet technology, they think in 
terms of the end user. The company 
Mirablis, for example, is ail about 
home users: Everyone understands 
it It’s simple. Everyone and their 
mothers are using it Once we 
made the shift to the corporate 
world everyone lost interest” 

While it’s impossible to say with 
any certainty how much the nega¬ 
tive reports have affected 
BackWeb, Hass does believe that 
it has caused hesitation in his cus¬ 
tomers. 

"The wave of negative press 
about die push market is not help¬ 
ing us," he says. "If someone is 
buying a product for a quarter of a 
million dollars, they want to know 
that the company is going to be 
there next year. If you're a start-up 
like us, it’s not a given. We have to 
prove that we’re here to stay. I 
think we're doing quite a good job 
of that. Once we are talking to our 
customers it's easy because we 
can show them the difference 
between what the press is talking 
about and what we are doing. 

"I don't think we've lost any 
deal because of die press,” hie

One positive outcome of all this 
trouble is that today BackWeb is 
the clear market leader. “We have

A Formula for publicity? 

A controversial ‘sell’ recommendation for Israel’s leading software house has created a 
media stir in which critics are calling into question the motives of two audacious analysts 
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B eing an analyst seems to be 
the perfect job for a Jewish 
man or woman: You get 
paid for telling other people what 
you think. 

In fret, the salary is good, and if 
you happen to be right, you’ll get 
complimented as well. And if you 
suspect that you are on the wrong 
track you can always look for a 
reasonable excuse and rush to 
downgrade your estimates. If God 
forbid you're wrong, the company 
can always be blamed for supply¬ 
ing misleading information. 

Last week when two Israelis 
found their names splashed across 
the front pages of the business sup¬ 
plements of all foe Hebrew dailies, 
it became clear that being an ana¬ 
lyst can also bring overnight fame. 

It all started when Doron Tsur 
and Avner Ben-Yeshaya at Sahar 
Securities decided to issue a con¬ 
troversial “sell" recommendation 
to Formula Systems, a favorite 
stock among investors, saying that 
shares of the softvrare house are 
traded at a price which is some 20 
percent higher than their real value. 

Rarely does an analyst decide to 
issue a “sell" recommendation and 
even less frequently does be initi¬ 
ate new coverage with such a rec¬ 
ommendation. 

The negative assessment or 
Formula was even more surprising 
considering that Israel's largest 
software house has always enjoyed 
favorable coverage from foreign 
and local investment institutions. 

The company, which employs 
1,200 workers and had last year a 
net income of NIS 68 million on 
sales NIS 540m., is currently cov¬ 
ered by analysts from 11 “vest¬ 
ment houses. Besides Ofiek 
Securities, Zannex Securities and 
Solid Capital Markets, all Israeli, 
the impressive list includes for- 
TJ houses such as BancAmenca

The consensus among these ana¬ 
lysts can partly explain the meteoric 
rise of Formula’s shares, which 
have surged some 300 percent on 
the Tel Aviv Stock Exchange since 
the beginning of 1997. The sharp 
rise and the company’s strategy of 
acquiring other software companies 
and issuing a large number of sub¬ 
sidiaries abroad established 
Formula’s position as die local ver¬ 
sion of Microsoft. 

Tsur and Ben-Yeshaya were well 
aware their report would contra¬ 
dict foe opinions of the entire 
group of analysts covering local 
stocks. Apparently, the two decid¬ 
ed that confronting the views of 
die entire analyst community was 
not enough; they also questioned 
the sanity of Wall Street, where 
Formula’s ADRs are traded. 

The report opens with foe words 
“It's not every day that the research 
department of a brokerage firm in 
Tel Aviv disputes the price levels of 
Wall Street - the largest and most 
efficient market in the world. 
Nevertheless, we still maintain tint 
at-any given moment, share prices 
shoald reflect die present value of a 
company's profits and its cash 
flows,— Consequently, determining 
that a company hading at a future 
P/E ratio of 35 and 7 times annual 
sales is ‘inexpensive’ only because 


similar companies are trading at P/E 
ratios of 50 and at 10 times their 
annual turnovers, is unacceptable.to 
us. At best, we can define it as being 
less expensive than others, which 
are traded at very high prices." 

THE unique “sell" recommenda¬ 
tion caught investors and traders 
by surprise, and Formula's stock 
dropped 33% on the following 
day. Danny Goldstein, Formula's 
chairman and main stock holder, 
rushed to defend his company. 

In an interview published on die 
same day in the financial daily 
Globes , Goldstein accused Tfcur 
and Ben-Yeshaya of using his 
company's name to gamer media 
attention. While admitting that foe 
two have done a professional job, 
Goldstein claimed they reached 
foe wrong conclusion. 

“I think that the game was 
fixed," he said. “They were look¬ 
ing for a gimmick. They shot an 
arro w, and drew the target around 
ft afterwards. It's a little bit odd to 
say that there are American.idiots 
who don’t understand a tiring 
about real prices, while there is an 
Israeli who knows how to price 
software companies.” 

Goldstein was not the only one 
to reject Sahar*s conclusion. The 
following day, Ofek Securities 
hurried to renew its "strong buy" 


recommendation for the share. 
The analysis referred directly to 
foe various points presented in 
Sahar's work and explained why 
die conclusion should have been 
exactly the opposite. 

It took only one more day for 
BancAmenca Robertson Stephens 
expert Victor Hal pert, a veteran 
foreign analyst who covers Israeli 
stocks, to pick up the gauntlet 
Hal pert who worked until recent¬ 
ly for Salomon Smith Barney, 
announced that be maintains his 
“buy" recommendation for the 
company, and set a target price 
which is some 50% higher than 
Formula's market {nice. 

The struggle between analysts 
did not fail to catch foe media’s 
eye, which gave the whole affair 
extensive coverage. Tsur, who 
heads foe research department at 
Sahar; admits that when he pub¬ 
lished the analysis he expected a 
strong reaction, but even he was 
surprised by its extent. 

“I could not predict such tur¬ 
moil. They aimed It into an issue," 
he said. “I gave my opinion and 
others can give thejrs. The reac¬ 
tion was simply exaggerated." 

Tsar, who is considered to be one 
of foe leading local analysts, said 
that he is not angry at Goldstein's 
reaction. “Formula is working hard 
to maintain its relations with 


investors and analysts,” TSur said. 
“I can praise Goldstein for the fact 
that he rook us seriously and said 
that we studied the material " 

Tsur added that his lack of expe¬ 
rience covering software compa¬ 
nies did not hurt foe report. He 
said he spent more than two 
months working on it and feels 
comfortable with the outcome. 

Asked if he thinks he is at a dis¬ 
advantage when competing with 
foreign analysts who know the 
field better, Tsur said he believes 
that as an Israeli he has a unique 
advantage. “Every Israeli in their 
early thirties with an academic 
degree has friends and relatives in 
the software industry who can pro¬ 
vide information and give a differ¬ 
ent insight. And when you say soft¬ 
ware in Israel you say Formula." 

Tsur also refutes accusations that 
he wrote foe report to gain publici¬ 
ty and says he had no idea what his 
conclusion would be when he' 
started working, “r was not inter¬ 
ested in starting a fury. Bat I don’t 
think that die fear of noise and dis¬ 
comfort should prevent roe from 
stating my opinion to clients.” 

Only time will tell who was right 
in this case, but foe whole affair 
has definitely created confusion 
for investors. After all, they are the 
ones who stand to gain or lose 
from Formula’s performance..

almost no competition.” says 
Hass. "In the corporate environ¬ 
ment, we are absolutely (he leader. 
There is no one close to us right 
now. Microsoft and Netscape have 
pulled foe plug on push, and 
PointCast has become a media 
company. We don't see them any¬ 
where in our territoiy. This is one 
area where we did really great.” 

Today BackWeb’s only real 
competition comes from compa¬ 
nies who develop their own home¬ 
made solutions to distribute infor¬ 
mation. 

A year ago, analysts predicted 
that foe push technology market 
would reach $4.5 billion by the 
year 2000. Today those predic¬ 
tions vary considerably depending 
on the analyst Hass, however, still 
believes that it will become a 
multi-billion dollar market. 
“We’re absolutely sure that it’s 
going to be a huge market," he 
says. "There's a really strong 
demand for push technology in foe 
corporate environment.” 

As market leader, that could 
spell out a lot of revenues for 
BackWeb. 

In the meantime, there’s a lot of 
work still to be done. “It's not 
obvious to all Fortune 1000 com¬ 
panies that they need BackWeb. 
We have to make them realize 
that. It's really the role of the mar¬ 
ket leader to create and educate 
foe market. That’s one of our 
biggest challenges today, and we 
are investing a lot of resources in 
it" 

Despite all foe difficulties over 
the bst year, Hass remains opti¬ 
mistic that the company's strong 
growth rate will continue, along 
with the expansion of the market 
"The market is still very young 
and you usually see phenomena! 
growth rates at the start because 
there's so much room to grow” 

In the next week or so, BackWeb 
expects to announce foe completion 
of several major deals worth 
between $200,000 to $500,000 with 
leaders in foe oil and gas, pharma¬ 
ceutical, and distribution fields. 

At the height of foe push tech¬ 
nology fiesta, it was fashionable to 
describe BackWeb as the new 
Checkpoint Hass still likes that 
comparison. ”We actually think 
we're going. to be larger than 
Checkpoint,” he says.

His right front tire and pieces of 
the suspension broke off, flying 
into the crowd in the fourth-turn 
grandstand. Fernandez, who was 
in third place at the time of the 
crash, suffered braised knees. 

- As he heard the noise of the 
crash below, Gerald Bramer stood 
up to see what was happening. 
“The.next tiring I know, a tire was 
flying in .the air right at us,” said 
Bramer, who attended the race 
with his brother Rich. 

Bramer said he threw up his arm 
to block the tire as it brushed by 
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TRAGEDY — Adrian Fernandez’s car slides unto the wail at Michigan Freeway, and loses its tire 
which went flying into the stands, killing three. . (AP , 


him. It hit his brother in the back, 
but neither was injured seriously. 

Becky Lutgen was at the track 
with her boyfriend watching 
Fernandez’s car as it rounded the 
bend. She said they didn't see the 
tire fiom his car until it hit the 
stands and then landed about four 
or five rows behind them. 

“It ricocheted in the stands and 
came to rest between some rows. 
It went by so fast,” Lutgen said. 

The deaths were the first among 
spectators at the track since 1969, 
when one fan was killed during a 


Trans-Am race on the road course. 

At the 1987 Indianapolis 500, a 
tire bounded off the track, landing 
in the lop row of the grandstand 
and killing a fan. 

There have been other spectator 
deaths since at drag races and 
other auto events. 

Sainz wins 

Rally of New Zealand 
Spanish driver Carlos Sainz won 
the Rally of New Zealand yester¬ 
day for the fourth time to regain 
the lead in the world rally champi¬ 
onship. 


Sainz recorded his 22nd champi¬ 
onship victory, a record, in edging 
his Toyota teammate Didier Auriol 
of France by 4.1 seconds. Sainz 
clocked 3 hours, 54 minutes, 57.1 
seconds. 

Reigning champion Tommy 
Makkinen of Finland finished 
third, fellow Finn Juha 
Kankkunen fourth and Colin 
McRae of Scotland fifth. 

Sainz has 41 drivers' champi¬ 
onship points, McRae has 38 and 
Makkinen is in third place on 28 
points. 


Track and field stars Barnes, 
Mitchell suspended for drugs 


NEW YORK (AP) - TWo of the 
biggest names in US track and 
field — shot putter Randy Bames 
and sprinter Dennis Mitchell - 
have been suspended indefinitely 
for drug use. 

Barnes, the 1996 Olympic gold 
medalist and the world indoor and 
outdoor record-holder, and 
Mitchell, the 1992 Olympic 
bronze medalist in the 100 meters, 
were cited yesterday by the sport's 
world governing body for failing 
drug tests April 1. 

Bames, who could lace a life 
suspension, was tested in 
Charleston, West Virginia., and 
Mitchell in Gainesville, Florida. 

Mitchell is president of USA 


Track and Field’s Athletes 
Advisory Committee, the athletes' 
voice in the national governing 
body, which has taken a hard 
stance against drugs. 

His suspension was handed 
down last week and represents his 
first drug offense. 

The International Amateur 
Athletic Federation did not offi¬ 
cially announce the suspensions, 
and the precise terms of the pun¬ 
ishment have yet to be deter¬ 
mined. 

These are two of the most 
prominent suspensions in track 
and field, following Ben Johnson 
at the 1988 Olympics, Butch 
Reynolds in 1990 and Mary 


Slaney in 1997. 

Johnson is banned for life. 
Reynolds served his suspension 
and is now competing. Slaney was 
cleared and is also running again. 

IAAF spokesman "Giorgio 
Reneiri said yesterday from 
Monaco that Bames and Mitcheli 
tested positive during out-of-com¬ 
petition samples. “ 

So far, only the A samples have 
been tested, Reneiri said. 

However, that is sufficient for 
the IAAF to levy a suspension. 

If their B samples are positive, the 
IAAF will then rale on the severity 
of the punishment pending a hear¬ 
ing by USATF. If the B sample is 
negative, they are cleared. 


Samaranch calls for world 
conference on drugs 


LAUSANNE (AP) - As president Juan Antonio 
Samaranch came under fire for reportedly suggesting 
that some performance-enhancing drugs should be 
legal, the IOC said yesterday it will convene a special 
conference on doping in January. 

In the wake of Samaranch’s controversial remarks 
in a Spanish newspaper, ihe International Olympic 
Committee said it would organize a meeting in 
Lausanne to review the fight against doping in sport 
The statement said Samaranch expects the confer¬ 
ence to produce “a clear definition of doping.” 

The initiative comes amid the doping scandal 
which has tarnished the Tour de France cycling race, 
with riders and team officials implicated in wide¬ 


spread use of EPO and other illegal drugs. 

Samaranch was quoted in the Spanish paper El 
Mundo on Sunday as saying the list of banned sub¬ 
stances should be “drastically" reduced and that 
drugs which don’t damage an athlete's health should 
not be prohibited. 

“Doping now is everything that, firstly, is harmful 
to an athlete’s health and, secondly, artificially aug¬ 
ments his performance,” he was quoted as saying. “If 
it’s just the second case, for me that’s not doping. If 
it’s the first case, it is.” 

Steroids and EPO, a synthetic hormone which 
boosts endurance by stimulating the production of red 
blood cells, are known to pose serious health hazards.

Betar Jerusalem secured their 
place in the next round of the 
Champions League qualifiers with 
a 1-0 away soccer victory against 
B.36 Torshavn of the Faroe 
Islands last night. 

The lone goal, by Istvan Hamar 
in the 68 th minute was enough to 
see the Betaris. 5-1 aggregate win¬ 
ners. through to their next home- 
and-away series against Lisbon's 
Benfica. 

Only a few hundred fans turned 
out for the march which was 
played on the natural grass surface 
in Tbfiir, about an hour's drive 
from the Torshavn, the capital. 

The win will be a morale-boost¬ 
er for the Jerusalemites, who next 
face the Portuguese side for a 
place in (he prestigious and lucra¬ 
tive Champions' League and a 
chance at making some big bucks.

South Africa lose 
by 8 wickets; 
Stewart takes 1 st 
win as captain 

NOTTINGHAM (AP) - Alec 
Stewart played a no-nonsense 
innings yesterday to pul an eight- 
wicket victory in the fourth 
cricket Test against South Africa 
beyond doubt and claim his first 
Test win as England captain. 

In the process, Stewart - who hit 
an unbeaten 45 off 34 balls - 
denied former skipper Mike 
Atherton of a well-deserved centu¬ 
ry but Atherton managed to hit the 
winnings runs and was not out 98 
when England posted victory at 
Trent Bridge. 

England started the day need¬ 
ing 139 runs to win and with nine 
wickets in hand. The home side 
still needed 55 runs when Nassar 
Hussain was out for 58. shortly 
after lunch when Atherton was 
on 87. 

Stewari strode to the crease 
determined not to let South Africa 
make any further breakthroughs. 
He belted Allan Donald for three 
boundaries in one over to signal 
his intention of sealing a win as 
quickly as possible. 

After being outclassed and out¬ 
played by the South Africans in 
the second and third Tests. 
England won by eight wickets and 
now has a chance to win rhe series 
with 'one Test remaining at 
Headingly next week. 

Atherton and Stewart. 
England's two form batsmen 
throughout the series, ensured 
England a morale-boosting victo¬ 
ry after fast bowler Angus Fraser 
laid the groundwork with a 10 - 
wickei match haul. 

In a Test marred by several 
umpiring controversies, mostly 
against the South Africans, 
England's remarkable fight back 
after conceding a 38-run first 
innings lead has been completely 
overshadowed. 

Atherton, playing his 50th home 
Test, weathered a furious stint of 
bowling from Allan Donald on 
Sunday after New Zealand umpire 
Steve Dunn turned down a confi¬ 
dent appeal from South Africa for 
a caught behind. 

But Donald failed to intimidate 
Atherton, who returned to the

terday by moving away in the final 
wo climbs and opening a gap over 
defending champion Jan Ullrich. 

Pantani was in fourth place 
entering the day. 3 minutes, 1 sec¬ 
ond behind Ullrich. After the fin¬ 
ish. At the end of the day he had a 
lead of 3 minutes. 53 seconds over 
American Bobby Julich. 

Ullrich, weakening in the final 
climb, ended up almost nine min¬ 
utes behind on the day and 
dropped down to fourth overall. 
5:56 behind. 

The 15th stage is from Grenoble 
to Les Deux Alpes, 1S9 kilometers 


with four major climbs including 
two rated “out of category” on a 
scale of steepness, height and 
length. 

The hills were made worse with 
rain and fog throughout the day. 
Temperatures dipped below 10°"C 
<50°F) after Sunday's stage was 
more than 30°C (S 6 °F>. 

It was mostly a waiting game 
throughout the day until the "final 
two climbs. Although France's 
Christophe Rinero and others built 
a lead coming over the first two 
peaks, the group of favorites were 
watching each other. 

Then Pantani went into action. 

Heading up the 2.645-meter 
Galibier mountain. Pantani made 
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his move. 

He quickly lefi the other 
favorites and took off after the 
Rinero group. 

He built up a lead of almost 
three minutes at the top of the 
mountain and even had time to 
stop completely and pul on a plas¬ 
tic jacket to protect him from the 
wind and cold on the descent 

Although Ullrich cut the gap 
slightly on the downhill, Pantani 
moved away on the final climb to 
the ski station of Les Deux Alpes, 
almost 1,650 meters with rain 
worsening. 

There are two more days in the 
Alps with an important time trial 
coming up on Saturday.
